ADDRESS. 


Gentlemen of the City Council : 

In obedience to the expressed will of our fellow-citizens, 
and the requirements of our city charter, we have assembled 
to-day to assume the duties and responsibilities of conduct- 
ing for the ensuing year the municipal affairs of our city. 
Before entering upon the discharge of those duties, we have 
unitedly implored the assistance and direction of that Power 
in whose hands are the destinies of nations, communities, 
and individuals ; and have taken upon ourselves a most 
solemn and binding obligation to discharge our various 
duties with faithfulness and impartiality. 

In the position which has been assigned me, onerous at 
all times, but doubly so now, when the war-cloud over- 
shadows our once peaceful country, I feel that I shall 
require all the aid and encouragement which the large and 
recent experience in city afiairs so well qualify many of you 
to render. 

You, gentlemen, have voluntarily assumed this responsi- 
bility without pecuniary reward, from a willingness on your 
part to discharge the obligations which every good citizen 
owes to the community in which he lives. 
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In conformity to the custom of my predecessors, I pro- 
pose briefly to call your attention to some of the principal 
subjects of municipal legislation, which will require your 
attention, and give you, so far as I have been able to obtain, 
a statement of the condition of the various departments over 
which you will be called to preside. 

The duties ordinarily devolving upon municipal officers, 
have been greatly multiplied in consequence of the tre- 
mendous struggle in which our country is engaged. In ad- 
dition to our local interests, on us will devolve the duty of 
zealously looking after the interests and families of those 
who, at the call of their country, have gone from among us, 
and are for our defense breasting the storm of war. 

Our noble Commonwealth, ever foremost in every patriotic 
work, has pledged her faith to provide for the families of 
her soldiers while absent in the field. The State law pro- 
vides a stipulated sum, to be paid monthly to the family of 
each volunteer, if dependent, and has made the municipal 
authorities the dispensers of this bounty* and I urge upon 
you by every consideration of patriotism and gratitude, to 
see that this trust is faithfully executed. The number of 
families who have received this aid from our treasury during 
the past year, is about thirteen hundred. This expense is 
met by temporary loans, and the amount paid is reimbursed 
from the State Treasury at the close of the year. 

The struggle for our national existence which has been 
forced upon us, calling annually for the sacrifice of our 
noblest sons, and burdening us with heavy taxation, still 
continues; and the voice of the loyal Xortli, as recently ex- 
pressed, has decided in emphatic tones must still continue 


until, in the language of one of our eminent citizens, there 
is “ no portion of American soil that cannot safely he trod 
by an American soldier.” In this contest our cit} r holds an 
enviable position. As her citizens were the first to respond 
to the call of the President in the hour of danger, so they 
will be ever ready to continue the struggle until our starry 
flag waves undisputed over a free and undivided country. 

The recent success that has attended our national arms, 
thanks to the tenacity of Grant, the perseverance of Sher- 
man, and the valor of Thomas, would seem to indicate that 
the rebellion cannot be much longer maintained. This en- 
couraging prospect should stimulate us to renewed exertions 
in the support of the government, by furnishing our quota 
for the army at the earliest time practicable. 

The recent proclamation of the President, calling for three 
hundred thousand volunteers, to serve one, two, or three 
years, will require our city to furnish (judging from past 
quotas) about three hundred and seventy-five men. By 
the prudent foresight of my immediate predecessor and his 
associates, during the past autumn, an office was opened 
in our city, and authority given to Maj. W. II. Lamson 
to recruit in anticipation of any future call. The result 
has been that ■ two hundred and sixty-nine recruits have 
thus far been enlisted and credited to the quota of our city. 
The expenses of this office are paid by the city, thus secur- 
ing to the recruit the entire bounty, without the liability of 
being defrauded by dishonest or irresponsible persons. It 
Avill be necessary that the balance of our quota should be 
furnished by the 15th of February ; and I invite your 
earnest co-operation in accomplishing that object. 
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It is fortunate lor our city, that \vc are not liable to be 
called upon the present year, for any extraordinary expendi- 
tures, except those immediately connected with the war. 
Our streets, bridges, and public buildings, are in good con- 
dition, and, it is believed, will not require any unusual appro- 
priations. 

At the present time, when the leading branch of our 
city’s industry is so nearly paralyzed, consequently affecting 
most other interests and thus retarding our prosperity, I 
cannot too strongly urge upon you a strict system of econ- 
omy in the expenditure of the public money, and that you 
should sanction no expenditures for improvements not abso- 
lutely necessary for the welfare of all our citizens. 


SCHOOLS. 

Our free schools have, from the earliest days of our 
municipal organization, justly been the pride of our citizens. 
Appropriations for these “ peculiar institutions ” have been 
freely made and liberally expended, and to-day the pulpit, 
the bar, the tented field, and our various mechanical inter- 
ests, are giving us a liberal return on the investment. Our 
schools, indeed, are the very foundation-stones on which rest 
our Itepublican institutions. Here all is equality; the chil- 
dren of the capitalist and the laborer stand on common 
ground ; talent and application alone can give superiority. 
The present condition of the schools, I am informed, will 
compare favorably with any period of the past; and the 
very aide corps of teachers employed, should give us assur- 
ance that such is the case. Having had no official connec- 
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tion with this department, I have no information not avail- 
able to other citizens. 

During the past year an important change has been 
made, hy the employment of a Superintendent. This sys- 
tem was first inaugurated in our schools in 1859, hut from 
various causes, failed to enlist the support of our citizens, 
and, under a vote of instructions, in 18G0, the Ordinance 
was repealed. The Council of 1863, re-enacted the Ordi- 
nance, which required the School Committee to elect a Su- 
perintendent ; and in the early part of the last year, Abner 
J. Phipps, Esq., a gentleman who had attained eminence in 
this profession in other localities, and believed to be fully 
competent to command success, if success was attainable, 
was selected for the position, and is now in the discharge of 
his duties. 

It would be useless to ignore the fact, that, from the 
commencement, there has been a division in the sentiment 
of our citizens, as to whether the system was adapted to our 
locality and wants. It is certain that, without the sympathy 
and co-operation of our community to a large extent, it will 
be nearly impossible tor any Committee or Superintendent, 
whatever their qualifications, to command the success 
desirable. Of this, and all other matters connected with our 
Schools, you will be better qualified to judge from the 
annual report of the Committee which will soon be laid be- 
fore you. I commend the whole subject to your candid 
consideration.

ROADS AND BRIDGES. 

In a city like ours, of comparatively recent growth, w r ith 
new avenues constantly opening and being accepted, the 
expenditures for this department must be necessarily large. 
Our principal business streets have been paved in former 
years, and I am not aware that it is desirable to extend this 
system at present. During the past year the Stone-Crush- 
ing Machine ” and engine for working the same, purchased 
in 1863 , has been in successful operation ; and, I am inform- 
ed by the Superintendent of Streets, accomplishes all that 
was anticipated, both as to the amount and quality of the 
work. 

With an inexhaustible supply of material at our com- 
mand, true economy would seem to dictate, that the system 
of macadamising our principal streets should be continued 
from year to year, With liberal appropriations for that ob- 
ject, judiciously expended, it is believed our streets may be 
made so durable as to need little or no repairs for many 
years. 

The condition of our streets and sidewalks will require 
our constant and vigilant attention, not only that our citi- 
zens may be well accommodated but to prevent accidents to 
individuals, for which we may be held liable in much larger 
sums for damages than would be required to render them 
safe and commodious. All officers whose duty it is to ex- 
amine and report in relation to defects in the streets, should 
be held to a strict account for the faithful performance of 
t his duty.

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TIIE POOR. 

“ The poor always ye have with you.” This is as true 
to-day as when spoken by inspired lips, eighteen centuries 
ago. The pre-eminent position, which our Commonwealth 
occupies in the care of this unfortunate class, is a subject of 
pride to all within her jurisdiction. 

By her humane laws, each municipality is required to 
provide for and maintain all its citizens, who, through mis- 
fortune or improvidence, have been reduced to dependence, 
while she from her own treasury provides liberally for the 
strangers within her gates. 

The expenses for this department the past year have been 
less than the average of former years. This is probably the 
result of two causes. First : the suspension of labor in our 
mills has caused many families to seek employment else- 
where, who have formerly been assisted to a greater or less 
extent during the w 7 inter months. Other families, are in re- 
ceipt of the regular monthly State Aid, which with economy 
and industry keep them above want. 

The question of relief, other than at the Alms House, is 
one that requires the exercise of sound judgment and a just 
discrimination between those who from sickness or temporary 
loss of employment are compelled to ask public charity, and 
those who from idleness or intemperance habitually fail to 
provide for themselves. I think the experience of all who 
have had this department in charge will warrant the asser- 
tion that this latter class are the most importunate, and ready 
to practice any deception to obtain relief. For supplying 
the wants of that class of paupers who have no legal settle- 
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incut, the law makes no provision except by aid furnished at 
the State Alms House. There may, and undoubtedly will, 
arise cases of distress which common humanity would dic- 
tate should be alleviated and temporary relief granted; but 
as the State makes no remuneration in these cases, prudence 
requires, on our part, the strictest investigation of every ap- 
plication. 

The Alms House and farm, under the management of Mr. 
Lorenzo Phelps, whose long experience so well qualifies him 
for the position, is, I am informed, in good condition. I 
have had, personally, no opportunity for examination except 
as to the internal arrangements and condition of the house, 
which indicate a system of order and neatness highly com- 
mendable. 

The Reform School, in connection with the Alms House, 
fully evinces the wisdom of its founders. In this institution 
are confined habitual truants, and such boys as have from 
evil examples at home or elsewhere entered upon the 
threshold of a life of crime, and whom, but for this institu- 
tion, it would be necessary to confine in the jail or house of 
correction, where association with more hardened criminals 
would have but little tendency to reform. The government 
of this institution is wholly reformatory, and intended by 
kind, firm and parental authority to reclaim its inmates to 
the paths of virtue and usefulness. The school now num- 
bers forty-three, five of whom are from the city of Chelsea, 
for whose support our city is paid the sum of $1.56 each per 
week. It is doubtful if this compensation, with the present 
enhanced prices, is remunerative. If not, satisfactory ar- 
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rangements can doubtless be made. 1 cannot too strongly 
commend this charity to your support.

FIRE DEPARTMENT. 

There is no department of our government which de- 
pends so much on the energy and efficiency of its members 
as our fire department. Time, which will rectify mistakes 
in other departments, is fatal in this. Upon cool heads and 
willing hands depends the safety of the property, and often 
the lives of our citizens. Its interest should receive our 
close attention, that it may be rendered as efficient as possi- 
ble. 

The department at present consists of two steam engines, 
three hand machines, one hook and ladder company, one 
hose company, and an aggregate force of two hundred mem 
There are also three hand engines manned by volunteers, 
not in the department, and only called upon in cases of ex- 
treme emergency. I am informed by the Chief Engineer 
that the entire equipment is now in excellent order. I am 
confident that the present force, if properly directed, is 
sufficient for any exigency. 

Our losses by fire during the past year have been greater 
than the average of former years, owing to the extensive 
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conflagration at Wamesit Mills, and the burning of the tan- 
nery establishment at Ayer’s City. 

The aggregate loss during the past year, as shown by the 


record of the Engineers, was $154,945 00

The department has been called out thirty-one times dur- 
ing the year, sixteen of which were by false alarms or fires 
out of the city.

POLICE.

As so much of the quiet, safety, and good order of our 
city depends upon an efficient police corps, the utmost care 
should be exercised in the selection of the men for this 
branch of the public service. Xone should be selected for, 
or retained in the service, whose moral standing is not above 
reproach ; they should be men who will command the respect 
and confidence of their fellow-citizens, and discharge the 
arduous duties devolving on them, with humanity, firmness 
and impartiality, and be willing at all times to obey all 
proper and lawful instructions. With a police force posses- 
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sod of these qualifications, good order could be maintained, 
the laws and ordinances obeyed, the innocent protected and 
the guilty punished. For the accomplishment of these re- 
sults, our fellow-citizens will hold us responsible. 


SALE OF INTOXICATING LIQUORS. 

It appears by the Marshal’s report that for the eleven 
months ending November 30th, the whole number of arrests 
was 1690, of which 764- were for drunkenness. This record 
presents a foul blot upon the otherwise fair fame of our city. 
The illegal sale of intoxicating liquors, causing as it does, so 
large a portion of the disorder, crime and wretchedness of 
our city, is a subject which has engaged the attention of our 
municipal authorities, more or less, for several successive 
years. Our best citizens have deprecated the evil, and ar- 
dently desired its removal. I am fully sensible of the diffi- 
culties in a community like ours, of causing respect for, and 
obedience to, any law which the inordinate avarice of men 
may prompt them to violate. Citizens occupying prominent 
social and religious positions, are reputed to be engaged in 
this open violation of law, thus furnishing to the less en- 
lightened, and consequently less guilty, a pretence for fol- 
lowing their example. I would urge upon such of my fel- 
low citizens to relinquish, for the sake of our common hu- 
manity, a traffic which entails upon our community so much 
of crime and misery. 

I am aware that it is Urged that sumptuary laws are un- 
just and oppressive ; if so, open violation of the law is not 
the proper remedy. With institutions like ours, when suf- 
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fragc is almost universal, the ballot-box is a sure correction 
of whatever is erroneous or unjust in legislation. 

While I would not desire to make the execution of any 
law a specialty, it is difficult to perceive how any officer, 
whatever his position, with the obligation resting upon him 
faithfully to discharge his duties, can, with propriety or 
truth, when the evidence is fairly presented, discriminate as 
to what laws shall be enforced and what disregarded. Sin- 
cerely entertaining these views, it is perhaps unnecessary for 
me to say that any efforts to arrest this growing evil in our 
community will receive my earnest co-operation. 


LIGHTING STREETS. 

The amount appropriated for this object in 1864, with the un- 


expended balance of the year previous was $7,199 9l

The office of Superintendent of Street Lamps has been 
abolished by our predecessors, and the duties are now per- 
formed under the direction of the Superintendent of Streets. 
This change was made as an experiment, with a view to 
economy and the better performance of the duties required, 
which has proved entirely successful, resulting in the saving 
of more than two hundred dollars from the expenses of the 
year previous. T know of no reason why the system should 
not be continued. I would also recommend additional street 
lights whenever found to be necessary, as an efficient auxil- 
iary to our police force. 
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CITY SCHOOL LIBRARY. 

This institution, which was designed for the moral and 
intellectual culture of our youth, is successfully performing 
its mission. I am informed by the Librarian that the num- 
ber of subscribers is less than in some former years, but that 
the number of volumes delivered exceeds that of any year 
since the formation of the Library. This is a gratifying 
evidence that our citizens appreciate the benefits of the in- 
stitution.

It seems desirable that representation in the council 
should ho as nearly equal as practicable, which is not the ease 
as the ward lines are now defined. In the Common Council 
the relative representation of Ward Six is nearly double 
that of Ward Four. In consequence of the various mechani- 
cal establishments located in Wards Four and Five, this 
inequality will be rather increased than diminished in the 
future. As the State will be re-districted for Representa- 
tives the present year, the present would seem to be a 
proper time to make the change, if a change is desirable. 


LA DU AXD WUtTXVlV MOXUMEXT. 

This memorial, which is intended to commemorate the 
fall of those patriot martyrs, is in successful progress toward 
completion. The Joint Committee of the State authorities 
and the City Council, have decided upon the Park in front 
of the Merrimack House as a suitable location. The found- 
ation is already laid and a contract made for the erection of 
the granite work. It is intended to have the whole com- 
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ploted by the Ninoieenth of April of the present yean It. 
may he necessary to make a small additional appropriation 
to defray the expense of the ornamental hronzework. Jf so, 
I shall ask your attention to the subject at a future day. 


SCHOOL HOUSES, 

There have been no extensive outlays in this department 
the past year. Steam for hoatmg has been introduced into 
the Edson School House; and l would recommend that the 
same improvements be made in the Varrmm and Bartlett 
Schools.

It should be stated, in explanation, that in the foregoing 
statement, no credit has been given for taxes due previous to 
1SG4, as it is not known what portion is collectable. I propose 
to call your attention to this subject at an early day. The 
whole amount paid by the city as bounties to soldiers, since 
the commencement of the war, is $225,435-92. The per- 
manent debt of the city was increased the past year by a 
loan of $100,000 for ten years, at six per cent., payable 
semi-annually. An additional loan ot $50,000 has been 
authorized, but not yet negotiated. These Juans have be- 
come necessary to meet the payment of bounties, and other 
incidental expenses of the war. No part of the peimanent 
debt will become due the present year. 1 would recom- 
mend that there be assessed, the present year, a sum sufficient 


to meet the ordinary expenses of the government, exclusive 
of the amount that will he due from the State for corpora- 
tion taxes; and that this amount (probably about $21,000) 
be reserved as a sinking fund, or applied to the extra- 
ordinary expenses. 

Gentlemen, it is a subject for congratulation, that you 
assume your trust under favorable auspices. Through the 
fidelity of our predecessors, we enter upon our duties with 
every department of the government, it is believed, in a 
prosperous condition. Let it be our endeavor so to discharge 
our duties that we may transmit these interests to our 
successors unimpaired. Our public debt, in common with 
other patriotic municipalities, has been necessarily increased. 
Let this guard you against needless expenditures. Investi- 
gate closely, discuss dispassionately, and decide conscien- 
tiously every subject presented. With a firm reliance on 
the God of our fathers, let us work on, trusting and hoping 
that ere the ushering in of another new year, peace may be 
restored, and joy and gladness prevail over a disenthralled 
and united country. 
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JOINT RULES AND ORDERS 


Of THE 


CITY COUNCIL. 


1. At the first or seeoncl meeting of the City Couneil, the following 
Joint Standing Committees shall be appointed, viz : 

A Committee on Aeconnts, 

A Committee on Claims, 

A Committee on Commons, 

A Committee on Finance, 

A Committee on Fire Department, 

A Committee on Lands and Buildings* 

A Committee on Military Affairs, 

A Committee on Printing, 

A Committee on Public Instruction, 

A Committee on Sewers and Drains, 

A Committee on Streets. 

And the members of the Board of Aldermen, and of the Common Coun- 
cil, who shall constitute the Joint Standing Committees, shall be elioseu 
or appointed by their respective Boards. Each of said Committees, except 
the Committee on Military Affairs, which shall be composed of the Mayor, 
two Aldermen and six members of the Common Couneil, one from each 
ward, shall consist of two Aldermen and three members of the Common 
Council, exeept when it is otherwise ordered. 
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2. All by-laws passed by the City Council shall be termed Ordinances ; 
and the enacting style, which shall be but once recited in each Ordinance, 
shall be, “lie it ordained by the City Council of the City of Lowell, as 
follows.’ ’ 

o. In all votes in which either or both branches of the City Council 
express anything by way of command , the form of expression shall be 

Ordered” (except only in the ease of Ordinances) ; and whenever cither 
branch or both branches express opinions , principles, facts or purposes , 
the form of expression shall be, “ Resolved.” Provided, however, that 
the appropriation of money to any amount exceeding fifty dollars shall 
be by Resolution. 

4. Each Hoard shall transmit to the other all papers on which any 
Ordinance, Joint Resolution or Order shall he founded; and all papers 
on their passage between the two Boards shall be under the signature of 
their respective Clerks, except Ordinances and Joint Resolutions in their 
last stage, which shall be signed by the presiding officers. 

0. The titles to all Ordinances and Joint Resolutions shall be prefix- 
ed upon their introduction. 

6. Every Ordinance shall have as many readings in each Board as the 
rules of such Board require, after which the question shall be on passing 
the same to be enrolled ; and when the same shall have passed to be en- 
rolled, it shall be sent to the other Board for concurrence ; and when such 
Ordinance shall have so passed to be enrolled in each Board, the same 
shall be enrolled by the Clerk of the Common Council, and examined by 
a Committee of that Board ; and, on being found by said Committee to be 
correctly enrolled, the same shall be reported to the Common Council, 
when the question shall be on passing the same to be ordained ; and when 
said Ordinance shall have so passed to be ordained, it shall be signed by 
the President of the Common Council, and sent to the other Board, where 
a like examination shall be made by a Committee of that Board, and if 
found correctly enrolled, the same shall be reported to the Board, and the 
question shall be on passing the same to be ordained ; and when the same 
shall have passed to be ordained, it shall be signed by the Mayor. 

7, Every Joint Resolution shall have as many readings in each Board 
as the rules of such Board require ; after which the question shall be on 
passing the same ; and when the same shall have passed, it shall be sent 
to the other Board for concurrence ; and when such Resolution shall have 
so passed in each Board, the same shall be enrolled by the Clerk of the 
Common Council, apd examined by a Committee of that Board; and on 
being found by said Committee to be correctly enrolled, without further 
reading or question, shall be sigued by the President of the Common 


Council, and sent to the other Board, when a like examination shall he 
made by a Committee, and, if found to be correctly enrolled, shall be 
signed by the Mayor. 

8. All enrolled Ordinances shall be written in a fair and compart 
hand, without interlineations ; and no enrolled Ordinance or Resolution 
shall be amended. 

0. When either Board shall not concur with the other in any Ordi- 
nance or Resolution sent from such other, notice of such non-cone ur re nee 
shall be given by written message, 

10. In every ease of disagreement on any matter requiring the joint 
action of the two Boards, if either Board shall request a conference, and 
appoint a Committee of Conference, and the other Board shall also appoint 
a Committee to confer, such Committees shall meet at a time agreed upon 
by the Chairman and state to each other, either verbally or in writing, as 
either shall choose, the reasons of the respective Boards for or against the 
proposed action, confer freely thereon, and report to tlicir respective 
branches. 

11. All messages between the two Boards shall be reduced to writing 
by the respective Clerks, and may be transmitted by the Messenger. 

12. It shall be the duty of every joint Committee (the Committee on 
Streets excepted) to whom any subject may be specially referred, to report 
thereon within five weeks, or ask for further time. 

13. The Mayor shall be, ex-officio. Chairman of any Joint Speeial 
Committee of which he is a member. 

14. In all Joint Standing Committees, except that on Finanec, the 
member first named in the Board of Aldermen shall be Chairman ; of the 
Committee on Finance, the member first named in the Common* Council 
shall be Chairman ; and in all Joint Special Committees of which the 
Mayor is not a member, the member first named in the Board where the 
business originates, shall be Chairman, and shall call the Committee to- 
gether. 

15. The reports of all Committees, signed by a majority of the mem- 
bers, shall be made to the Board in which the business referred originated. 

16. Ho Committee shall act by separate consultation, and no report 
shall be received unless agreed to in Committee actually assembled. 

17. Ho Committee shall enter into any contract with, or purchase, or 
authorize the purchase of, auy article, of any of its members. 

18. Ho Chairman of any Committee shall audit or approve any bill 
or account against the City, for any supplies or services which shall not 
have been ordered or authorized by the Committee. 
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10. All reports and other papers submitted to the City Council, shall 
be written in a fair hand, without endorsement, except in case of the in- 
troduction of an order. In such case, the member introducing an order 
shall subscribe his name at the bottom of the back of the order. All 
other endorsements upon the back of papers shall be made by the Clerks, 
and the Clerks of the Boards respectively shall, on seasonable notice, 
make copies of any papers to be reported by Committees, at the request 
of the respective Chairmen thereof. 

20. Xo business shall be transacted by the City Council in conven- 
tion, except such as shall have been previously agreed on, unless by unan- 
imous consent. 

21. After the annual appropriations shall have been passed, no subse- 
quent expenditure shall be authorized for any object, unless provision for 
the same shall be made by a specific transfer from some of the appropria- 
tions contained in the annual resolution, or by expressly creating therefor 
a City debt ; but no such debt shall be created unless the resolution au- 
thorizing the same pass by the affirmative votes of two-thirds of the whole 
number of each branch of the City Council voting by yea and nay. 

22. In balloting for officers of the City in Convention of the two 
Boards, blanks shall not be counted. 

23. Either Board may propose to the other for its concurrence a time 
to which both Boards will adjourn ; and neither shall adjourn without 
giving notice to the other Board through the Messenger or otherwise. 


RULES AND ORDERS 


OP TIIE 

BOARD OF ALDERMEN. 


First — The order of business shall be as follows ; 

1. The journal of the previous meeting shall be read. 

2. Petitions shall next be called for, and be disposed of, by reference 
or otherwise. 

3. Such nominations, appointments and elections, as may be in order, 
shall be considered and disposed of. 

4. The orders of the day shall be taken up ; meaning by the orders 
of the day, the business remaining unfinished at the previous meeting, 
and such communications as may have been subsequently sent up from the 
Common Council. 

5. New business may be introduced by any member of the Board. 

Second — Every Bill or Ordinance shall pass through the following sta- 
ges before it shall be considered as having received the final action of this 
Board, viz : — first reading, second reading, passage to be enrolled, passage 
to be ordained ; and every Joint Besolution shall have two several read- 
ings before the question shall be taken on its final passage. 

Third — A Bill or Ordinance may be rejected at either stage in its pro- 
gress, but may not pass through all its stages in one day. 

Fourth — Standing Committees shall be appointed as follows : 

A Committee on Bills in Second Beading, 

A Committee on Enrollment, 
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A Committee on Licenses, 

A Committee on Lighting Streets, 

A Committee on Poliee and Poliee Stations, 

A Committee on Pmpairs of Streets, 

A Committee on Setting Trees, 

A Committee on Weights and Measures. 

Fifth — Xo member shall be interrupted while speaking, but by a eall to 
order, or for the correction of a mistake ; nor shall there be any conver- 
sation among the members while a paper is being read, or a question sta- 
ted from the Chair. 

Sixth — A motion for the re-eonsideration of a vote shall be open to de- 
bate, but sueh motion shall not be considered unless made by a member 
voting with the majority, or unless notiee thereof be given at the meeting 
at which the vote passed, in whieh ease the motion shall be made at the 
next meeting after ; and only one motion for the re-eonsideration of any 
vote shall be permitted. 

Seventh — When any member is about to speak in debate, he shall rise 
in his plaee and respectfully address the presiding offieer ; shall eonfine 
himself to the question under debate, and avoid personality. 

Eighth — The above rules and order of business shall be observed in all 
eases, unless suspended by a vote of two-thirds of the members present, 
for a specific purpose. 


RULES AND ORDERS 


OF THE 

COMMON COUNCIL. 


1. The President shall take the ehair precisely at the hour appointed 
for the meeting ; eall the members to order, and within ten minutes (or 
sooner, if a quorum be present) he shall eause the roll to be ealled, and 
the names of the absentees reeorded. Before proceeding to business, he 
shall eause the minutes of the preceding meeting to be read. In the ab- 
sence of the President, the oldest member present shall eall the Couneil 
to order, and’preside until a President pro tempore be ehosen. 

2. lie shall preserve order and deeorum ; may speak to points of or- 
der in preference to other members, rising from his seat for that purpose, 
and shall deeide questions of order, subjeet to an appeal to the Council 
by any member. 

3. He shall rise to address the Couneil, to state faets, or to put a 
question, but may read sitting. 

4. He shall deelare all votes ; but, if a vote be doubted, the President 
shall, without further debate, require the members voting in the affirma- 
tive and negative to rise and stand until they are counted, and he shall 
deelare the result. 

5. He may eall any member to the chair, but sueh substitution shall 
not extend beyond an adjournment; and, when out of the ehair, the Pres- 
ident may express his opinion on any subjeet under debate, and he shall 
not resume the ehair while the same question is pending. 

6. All questions shall be propounded in the order in which they are 
moved, unless the subsequent motion be previous in its nature; except 
that in naming sums and fixing times, the largest sum and the longest 
time shall be first put. 
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7. After a motion is stated by the President, it shall be disposed of by 
a vote of the Couneil, unless the mover withdraw it before a decision or 
amendment. 

8. A motion to adjourn shall always be in order ; that, and the mo- 
tion to lay on the table, shall be decided without debate. 

9. The previous question shall be in this form : “ Shall the main ques- 
tion be now put?” It shall only be admitted when demanded by a ma- 
jority of the members present ; and, until it is decided, shall preclude all 
amendment and further debate of the main question. 

10. The yeas and nays shall be taken on any question, upon the re- 
quest of one-third of the members present. 

11. "When two or more members happen to rise at the same time, the 
President shall name the member who is to speak first. 

12. When any member is about to speak in debate, or deliver any 
matter to the Council, he shall rise in his place and respectfully address 
the presiding officer, confining himself to the question under debate, and 
avoiding personality. 

13. No member shall be mentioned in debate by his name, but may 
be described by the plaee he sits in, or such other designation as may be 
intelligible and respectful. 

1-1. No member speaking shall be interrupted by another, but by a 
call to order, or to eorrect a mistake. If any member, in speaking or 
otherwise, transgress the rules of the Council, the President shall, or any 
member may eall him to order ; in which case, the member so ealled to 
order shall immediately sit down, until the question of order is decided. 
If the decision be in favor of the member ealled to order, he shall be at 
liberty to proceed ; if otherwise, he shall not proeeed without leave of the 
Council. 

15. No member shall speak more than twice to the same question, 
without obtaining leave of the Council. 

1G. Whilst the President or any other member is speaking, none shall 
stand up, or pass unnecessarily before the person speaking. • 

1 7. Every motion shall be redueed to writing, if the President or any 
member require it. 

18. 5\ hen a question is under debate, no motion shall be received but 
to adjourn, to lay on the tabic, for the jwevious question, to postpone to a 
eertain day, to commit, to amend, or to postpone indefinitely ; which sev- 
eral motions shall have precedence in the order in whieh they are arrang- 
ed ; and no motion to postpone or commit shall be allowed twiee in the 
same day in the same stage of the ordinance or proposition. 

19. A motion for the re-eonsidcration of a vote shall be open to debate. 
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but sueh motion shall not be considered unless made by a member voting 
with tlie majority, or unless notiee thereof be given at the meeting at 
which the vote passed ; in wliieh case the motion shall be made at the 
next meeting after ; and only one motion for the rereonsideration of any 
vote shall be permitted. 

20. Every member who shall be in the Couneil when a question is put 
shall give his vote unless the eounci.1, for special reasons, excuse him. 

21. No motion or proposition on a subject different from that under 
consideration shall be admitted under eolor of an amendment. 

22. All motions and reports may be committed or re-committed at the 
pleasure of the Council. 

23. The division of a question may he eallcd for when the sense will 
admit of it. 

24. When the reading of a paper is called for and objected to, it shall 
be determined by a vote of the Couneil. 

25. No standing order of the Council shall ho suspended, unless 
three-fourths of the members present consent thereto ; nor shall any rule 
or order he repealed or amended, without one day’s notiee being given 
of the motion therefor, nor unless a majority of the whole Couneil concur 
therein. 

26. All Committee^, except such as the Council determine tc select by 
ballot, shall he nominated by the President. 

27. No member shall he obliged to serve on more than two Committees 
at the same time, or be Chairman of more than one. 

28. All memorials and other papers, addressed to the Couneil, shall be 
presented to the President, or by a member in his plaee, who shall explain 
the subject thereof, and they shall he taken up in the order in which they 
Were presented, unless the Council shall otherwise direct. 

29. Standing Committees shall be appointed on the following subjects: 

On Bills in Seeond. Beading, 

On Enrollment, 

On Elections and Beturns, 

On Internal Health. 

30. No Committee shall sit during the sitting of the Council, without 
special leave, exeept the Committee on the Second Beading of Bills and 
Ordinances, and the Committee on Enrollment. 

31. The Buies of proceeding in the Couneil shall be observed in the 
Committee of the Whole, so far as they are applicable, except the rule 
Hunting the time of speaking. 

32. When a Committtee is nominated by the Chair, the persou first 
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named shall be Chairman. In elections of Committees' by ballot, when a 
Chairman is not specially chosen, the person having the highest number 
of votes shall act as Chairman, and, in ease of an equality in votes be- 
tween two or more members of a Committee, the members thereof shall 
choose a Chairman. 

33. All Ordinances and .Resolutions shall have two several readings 
before they shall be finally passed by this Council. 

34. All Ordinances before being read a second time, shall be referred 
to the Committee on the Second Beading of Bills and Ordinances, and 
after being reported upon by said Committee, shall be again read, after, 
which second reading, the question shall be on passing the same to be 
enrolled. 

35. No Ordinance or Besolution imposing penalties, or authorizing the 
expenditure of money, shall have more than one reading on the same day. 

36. The seats of the Common Council shall be numbered and deter-? 
mined by lot, and no member shall change his seat but by permission of 
the President. 

37. All Committees of the Council shall consist of three members, 
unless a different number be specially ordered. And no report shall be 
received from any committee, unless agreed to in Committee actually 
assembled ; and all reports shall be in writing. 

38. It shall be the duty of every Committee of the Council, to whom 
any subject may be specially referred, to report thereon within five weeks, 
or ask for further time. 

30. The Clerk shall keep brief minutes of the votes and proceedings 
of the Council, entering thereon all accepted Besolutions ; shall notice re- 
ports and memorials, and other papers submitted to the Board,, only by 
their titles, or a brief description of their purport. 

40. All salary officers shall be chosen by written ballots, and blanks 
shall not be eounted. 

41. Members of the Council may attend meetings of any of its Com- 
mittees, but shall not vote thereat. 

42. The Clerk of the Common Council shall keep the record of Com- 
mittees who may require that service ; and on the appointment of every 
Standing Committee a book for records shall be provided by its Chairman, 
or by said Clerk. The Clerk shall have the custody of all minutes by 
him kept; and the records of the several Committees shall be open to the 
inspection of the members of the City Council.

In the year Eighteen Hundred and Sixty-Four. 


Resolution Establishing the Salaries of the Officers of the City 
of Lowell, for the year 1865 - 6 . 


Resolved by the Mayor , Aldermen , and Common Council of the City of 
Lowell , in City Council assembled , as follows : 


The Salaries of the several City Officers, for the year beginning on the 
first Monday in January, one thousand eight hundred and sixty-five, shall 
he as herein mentioned ; to he paid quarterly, unless herein otherwise 
ordered. 

Section 1 . The salary of the Mayor shall he at the rate of twelve 
hundred dollars per annum. 

Sect. 2. The salary of the City Clerk shall he at the rate of twelve 
hundred and fifty dollars per annum ; and he shall aceount for all fees for 
recording mortgages of porsonal property, and for all other sums of money 
reeeived in his official capacity. 

Sect. 3 . The salary of the City Treasurer shall he at the rate of 
fourteen hundred dollars per annum, for performing the duties of City 
Treasurer and Collector of Taxes ; and he shall account for all fees, mon- 
eys and commissions which he shall receive in said capacity. 

Sect. 4 . The salary of the Auditor of Accounts shall he at the rate 
of eight hundred dollars per annum ; and he shall aceount for all sums of 
money reeeived hy him in said capacity. 


Sect. 5. The salary of the City Solicitor shall he at the rate of nine 
hundred dollars per annum ; and he shall account for all sums of money 
received by him in said capacity. 

Sect. G. The salary of the Civil Engineer shall be at the rate of sev- 
en hundred dollars per annum, which shall be in full for his services and 
those of an assistant. 

Sect. 7. The salary of the City Physician and Superintendent of Bu- 
rials shall be at the rate of five hundred dollars per annum ; and he shall 
furnish all medicines used by him in performing tlfe duties of said office. 

Sect. 8. The salary of the Librarian of the City Library shall be at 
the rate of seven hundred and fifty dollars per annum ; which shall be in 
full for his services and those of an assistant. 

Sect. 9. The salary of the Clerk of the Common Council shall be at 
the rate of three hundred dollars per annum. 

Sect. 10. The salary of the Messenger of the City Council shall be 
at the rate of seven hundred and fifty dollars per annum. 

Sect. 11 . The salary of the Measurer of Wood and Bark shall be at 
the rate of five hundred dollars per annum ; and he shall account for all 
fees received by him in his official capacity, and shall pay the same into 
the Treasury monthly* 


POLICE* 

Sect. 1 2. The salary of the City Marshal shall be at the rate of four- 
teen hundred dollars per annum ; and he is to furnish a horse and car- 
riage for the use of the Marshal and his Deputy. 

Sect. 13. The compensation of the Deputy Marshal and Captain of 
the Eight Watch shall be at the rate of two dollars and fifty cents per day 
each, payable monthly. 

The compensation of the regular Day Police shall be at the rate of two 
dollars per clay, payable monthly. 
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The compensation of the Night Police and all other Police Officers shall 
he at the rate of two dollars per day, payable monthly. 

Sec?. 14, Police Officers acting as Tythingmen, shall receive no extra 
compensation therefor. All fees received by the officers mentioned in the 
two preceding sections for attendance as witnesses, or for any other ser- 
vice, in an official capacity, shall be paid by the officer receiving the same, 
to the City Treasurer. Provided, however, that said officers need not ac- 
count for any witness fees for attendance before the Supreme Judicial or 
the Superior Courts as witnesses* 

Sect. 15. There shall be paid the Standing Justice of the Police Court 
of Lowell the sum of one hundred dollars per annum for receiving com- 
plaints, issuing warrants and trying cases under tho forty-second Chapter 
of the General Statutes . 


SUPERINTENDENTS AND INSPECTORS* 

Sect. 1G. The salary of the Superintendent of Streets shall be at the 
rate of eleven hundred dollars per annum. 

Sect, 17* The salary of the Superintendent of Public Schools shall bo 
at the rate of fifteen hundred dollars per annum. 

Sect, IS* The salary of the Superintendent of Public Buildings shall 
be at the rate of eight hundred and fifty dollars per annum. 

Sect. 19. The salary of the Superintendent of City Scales shall be 
sixty per ceiitiUh of the fees received by him per annum ; and lie shall 
settle with the Treasurer monthly. The Mayor and Aldermen shall fix 
the salary of said Superintendent when he and the Measurer of Wood 
and Bark are one and the same person, at the rate of two hundred dol- 
lars per annum, in which Gase he shall account for all fees received by 
him in an official capacity, and shall pay the same into the Treasury 
monthly. 


Sect. 20. The salary of the Inspector of Mill: shall be at the rate of 
twenty-five dollars per annum. 
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ASSESSORS’ DEPARTMENT. 

Sect. 21. The salary of the Board of Assessors, including all clerk 
hire, shall be twenty-five hundred dollars per annum ; and they shall dis- 
tribute the tax bills. 


FIRE DEPARTMENT. 

The salaries of the several officers in the Eire Department for the year 
beginning May first, one thousand eight hundred and sixty-five, shall be 
as herein mentioned, to be paid semi-annually in the months of November 
and May. 

Sect. 22. The salary of the Chief Engineer shall be at the rate of 
three hundred dollars per annum. 

That of the Assistant Engineers shall be at the rate of fifty dollars per 
annum. 

The Secretary of the Board of Engineers , who shall be a member of 
the Board, shall receive twenty-five dollars additional, which shall be in 
full payment for all the services which may be required of him by the 
Mayor and Aldermen, the Chief Engineer, and the Board of Engineers. 

The Foremen and Clerks of the respective Hand Engines, Hand IIosc 
and Hook and Ladder Companies, and Steam Fire Engine Companies, 
shall be at the rate of forty-five dollars each per annum. 

The Stewards of Hand Engine Companies shall be at the rate of seventy- 
five dollars each per annum. 

The Stewards of the Hook and Ladder Companies, shall be at the rate 
of sixty-five dollars each per annum. 

And the Steioards of Hydrant Companies, shall be at the rate of eighty- 
five dollars per annum. 

Said Stewards shall be members of the Companies for which they act, 
and said sums shall be in full payment for all their services as Stewards 
and members of Companies. 
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All other members of Companies shall be at the rate of thirty-five dol- 
lars each per annum. 

Engineers of Steam Fire Engines shall be at the rate of three hundred 
dollars per annum. 

Assistant Engineers shall be at the rate of one hundred dollars per 
annum. 

Firemen of Steam Fire Engines , who shall perform all the duties of 
Stewards , shall be at the rate of one hundred and fifty dollars per annum. 

Sect. 23. TThenever any person in the employment of the City shall 
demand payment for. his salary, or any part thereof, it shall be the duty 
of the Auditor and City Treasurer to deduct therefrom any and all sums 
of money due from such officer to the City.

In the year Eighteen Hundred and Sixty-Five. 


An Ordinance Amending Chapter Two op the Ordinances op the 
City op Lowell. 


Be it Ordained by the City Council of the City of Lowell, as follows : 

Section 1. That Chapter Two of the Ordinances of £he City be amend- 
ed by striking out the Fifth Section and substituting therefor the follow- 
ing words, “ The fees for the services of said Superintendent and Under- 
takers at the funeral of any person to be buried within the city, of the 
age of twelve years and over, shall be four dollars, and if under twelve 
years of age, three dollars and fifty cents, which fees shall be in full for 
digging the grave, attending with the funeral car at the funeral, convey- 
ing and burying the corpse, and obtaining and returning the facts required 
by Chapter Twenty-one of' the General Statutes; provided, however, that 
the fees for the burial of any pauper, if over twelve years of age, shall be’ 
three dollars, and if under that age two dollars ; provided, further, that 
the said Superintendent and Undertakers shall collect the additional fees 
of twenty-five cents for the use of the funeral car which may be used in 
the burial of any person within the city, and ten cents per mile for any 
distance that the same may be driven from and to the city. And it shall 
be the duty of the several Undertakers to pay over the said fees for the 
use of the funeral car to the Superintendent of Burials monthly, and the 
said Superintendent shall pay the same into the City Treasury before he 
shall be entitled to his salary.’ *

An Ordinance to Amend Chapter Fourteen of the Ordinances of 
the City of Lowell. 

Be it Ordained by the City Council of the City of Lowell , as follows : 

Section 1. The fares for the conveyance of passengers in any licensed 
Hackney Coaches and other carriages, shall not exceed the following rates, 
viz : For conveying one or more adult passengers from one place to an- 
other in the city, thirty-five cents each, except between the hours of ten 
o’clock, P. M. and five o’clock, A. M., when the rate of fare shall be fifty 
cents each ; for each child under twelve and over three ^ years of age, fif- 
teen cents may be charged ; and for children not over three years of age, 
accompanied by their parents or guardians, there shall be no charge. For 
the charges aforesaid each passenger may carry or may have with him or 
her, baggage not exceeding seventy-five pounds in weight ,* and for addi- 
tional baggage not exceeding fifty pounds, five cents extra may be charged. 

Section 2. The sixth section of the Fourteenth Chapter of the Ordi- 
nances of the City, passed and ordained October 28, 1863, is hereby 
repealed.

Mr. E. F. Sherman, Chairman of the Committee on Deports, presented the Annual 
Report of the School Committee for the year 1864. It was read, accepted, and unanimously 
adopted as the Report of the whole Committee. 

The recommendation of the same Committee, that the Report of the Superintendent, 
which was also read and accepted, be printed and distributed with the Annual Report of 
the Board, was in like manner adopted. It was voted that three thousand copies of the 
above Reports be printed under the direction of the Secretary.

COMMITTEE’S REPORT. 


The School Committee are required “ to make annually 
a detailed report of the condition of the several schools, and 
to cause the same to be printed for the use of the inhabi- 
tants.” These annual reports have been pamphlets of about 
forty pages, and usually an edition of four thousand copies 
has been distributed. The interest taken in the publication 
has not been commensurate with the trouble and expense. 
But the law requires the report — and it must be printed. 

It is an important incidental advantage of having a 
Superintendent of Schools, that a greatly increased interest 
will be taken in the pamphlet annually distributed. Ilis 
report will accom pany the report of the Board. The reports 
of the Committee have been written by one member of the 
several Boards. He knew and could “ give a detailed 
account” of the three or four schools under his immediate 
charge as sub-committee. He may have made one or two 
visits to a few of the other schools ; but with most of them, 
or their teachers, he is entirely unacquainted. The bulk of 
these reports has consisted of general remarks upon educa- 
tional topics, Uniformly of commendable ability, but awaken- 
ing less interest and being of less practical utility than 
would be the reports of one thoroughly acquainted with all 
the schools and teachers, able to compare the different schools 
of the same kind, and to show what is needed to bring all to 
a uniform system, and to a standard of excellence which 
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shall combine the peculiar merits of the best. The Super- 
intendent will know all the schools, and from his position 
will not be supposed to have an undue favor for or prejudice 
against any teacher. To visit and to manage schools ; to 
keep himself informed of the school system and progress 
of education, and of the opinions and practice of the best 
teachers, and the condition and peculiar features of the best 
schools in other cities and towns, is with him a business. He 
can arrive at general results based upon a knowledge of the 
relation of all the schools of each kind to the others. 


SUPERINTENDENT. 

The city ordinance of last year required the School 
Committee annually in the month of January or February 
to appoint a Superintendent of Schools. At the meeting, 
January 4th, a committee consisting of the Mayor and 
Messrs. Huntington, Kimball, Stickney and Street was ap- 
pointed to report the names of suitable persons for the office. 
This committee gave the subject careful attention, and re- 
ported to the Board, January 25th, the names of several 
gentlemen. They were unanimous in recommending one of 
these, Mr. Abner J. Phipps, but could not state that he 
would accept if elected. lie had just been re-elected for 
the fourth year to the same office in the city of Xew Bed- 
ford. He had been for many years a successfid teacher in 
this State, and was a member of the State Board of Educa- 
tion. Few men, if any, were so well acquainted with the 
best schools and the practice of the best teachers in the 
State. The Board adjourned, that the special committee 
might ascertain whether Mr. Phipps would be a candidate. 
At the adjourned meeting, February 1st. the committee re- 
ported that Mr. Phipps declined being a candidate, owing to 
the insufficiency of the salary. The salary had been fixed 


by the City Council, and the Board had no control over it. 
Mayor Ilosford then stated that in filling an office so impor- 
tant, and as he believed of great advantage to the schools, 
the city must not have the second best man, if by any means 
the very best one could be obtained ; that the Board were 
apparently unanimous in believing that Mr. Phipps was 
without question the best man whose name had been re- 
ported. He therefore asked the Board to proceed to elect 
without regard to the refusal of Mr. Phipps to be a candi- 
date, and that he would pay Mr. Phipps out of his own 
pocket the amount needed to bring his salary to the sum 
for which he stated he would accept the office. This gen- 
erosity of the Mayor enabled the Board to elect our present 
Superintendent. 

Mr. Phipps entered upon his duties at the commence- 
ment of the Spring term, and has fully met the high expec- 
tations raised. The Board have found him judicious, faithful 
and efficient; watching carefully school expenditures and 
the business matters of the schools, suggesting improve- 
ments and keeping the Board informed by frequent reports 
of the results of his labors, and patiently and quietly by 
t his visits in schools, and other means, effecting much to ad- 
vance the interests of education in our city. 


KULES AND REGULATIONS. 

These have been revised during the year, and a new 
edition published. The duties of the Superintendent and 
his relation to the Board are defined. Changes will from 
time to time be demanded, but as these rules were not finally 
adopted until near the close of the year, it is hoped that the 
edition now printed will serve for a number of years.

BOOKS. 

Book publishers and agents have urged the adoption of 
new books with their usual zeal; but no changes have been 
made. By the rules the prices of text books are to be fixed 
by the Board; and the list of prices given. The increased 
cost of books has rendered it impossible to purchase at the 
prices formerly established; and no new price list has been 
made. In the condition of things during this year it has 
been deemed best to allow competition among the booksellers 
to determine the price. The subject and the obligation 
resting upon the School Committee by section twenty-nine 
of chapter thirty-eight of the General Statutes is com- 
mended to the early attention of the next Board. 


SALARIES OF TEACHERS. 

The subject of Teachers’ salaries has received a good 
deal of discussion during the year. An advance has been 
made; averaging about den per cent. This is less than some 
upon the Board desired; deeming the. salaries now fixed to 
be insufficient at the present high prices tor the comfortable 
support of the teachers. Others of the Committee were op-f 
posed to any advance; from the fact that an increase of sala- 
ries had been made last year; and on account of the condi- 
tion of the city ; and the fact that there were always a great 
many applicants for any vacancy which occurred. • The 
increase made was in fact* a compromise; and as such agreed 
upon with a general satisfaction on the part of the several 
members of the Board. 


CHANGES IN TEACHERS. 

There has been more than the usual number of changes 
in teachers. One ; Mr. Walker of the Colburn School; was 


removed by the act of the Committee, an unusual occur- 
rence, but deemed advisable by a majority of the Board. 
Miss Lizzie Pindar, teacher of Primary ]\ T o. 38, after leave 
of absence for a few months on account of ill health, died. 
Mr. Farnsworth, teacher of penmanship, resigned his situa- 
tion in March, and since that time there has been no teacher 
of penmanship or book-keeping except the regular teachers.

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EXAMINATION OF TEACHERS. 

Thirty ladies applied for the approval of the Board as 
teachers, and certificates were granted to fifteen of these as 
being qualified. Those who had been approved twice 
before received certificates without a re-examination. This 
was in accordance with the practice of a few years past, hut 
w T as regarded as objectionable, and the following vote has 
been adopted, viz : 

That at the next examination of Teachers, no person shall receive a 
certificate of qualification to teach on the ground that such a certificate 
has been granted some previous year, but all candidates must submit to 
the same examination. 


There are various other topics which might properly 
be referred to, but the full and excellent report of the Super- 
intendent will render it unnecessary to prolong this report of 
the Board. 

A detailed report of the several schools will be found 
in the table. 


ANNUAL REPORT 


OF THE 
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SUPERINTENDENT'S REPORT. 
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To the School Committee of the City of Lowell : — 

Gentlemen : 

One of the duties which you have prescribed 
for the Superintendent of Public Schools is to “ prepare and 
present to the Board, some time during the month of De- 
cember, a general report of his labors for the year, accom- 
panied by such statistical tables, and such suggestions in 
regard to the increase of their efficiency and usefulness, as 
he may deem advisable.” In accordance with this require- 
ment, I herewith respectfully submit for your consideration 
the following Deport. 

It was with much hesitation that I relinquished a simi- 
lar position which I had held for several years in another 
city of our Commonwealth, to accept the invitation extended 
to me with so gratifying a degree of unanimity on the part 
of the School Board, to whom I was personally a stranger. 
I was not ignorant that the office had been once created, and 
after a few months abolished, and that its re-creation did not 
meet with the approval of all the citizens, some of whom 
for various reasons were opposed to it. Still, knowing that 
this office had been successfully established in many of our 
New England towns and cities, and in hundreds of large 
towns and cities out of New England, and that those most 
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conversant with the practical working of our public school 
system, and most deeply interested in its efficiency, were the 
earnest advocates for its establishment, and feeling confident 
that if sufficient time tvere allowed for a fair trial , the office 
would eventually here, as elsewhere, be generally regarded 
“as essential to the best interests and prosperity of our 
schools,” I accepted the trust, and have thus far labored 
earnestly to realize such expectations as might, under all the 
circumstances, be reasonably cherished. My connection 
with the public schools of your city embraces a period of 
ten months. The object that I have endeavored to keep 
steadily in view has been to make myself thoroughly ac- 
quainted with the practical working of the common school 
system as existing in this city, in all its details, and varied 
relations, — to ascertain its defects and excellencies, and to 
acquire such an intimate knowledge of every thing relating 
to ihe schools as would enable me to direct my efforts most 
wisely and efficiently to promote their best interests. I 
have not been ambitious to create a sensation and give eclat 
to the office of Superintendent by recommending any radical 
changes, but have been inclined rather to accept the existing 
condition of our schools, and quietly and gradually to seek 
its improvement. 

Being immediately responsible to this Board for my 
official acts, and by the Ordinance creating the office placed 
“ under its direction and control, in the care and supervision 
of all the public schools,” it has been my aim to conform to 
the letter and spirit of the duties which the Board has pre- 
scribed for the Superintendent. An examination of these 
duties, as defined in the Rules of the Committee, will be 
sufficient to convince one who has no other knowledge of the 
fact, that the office is no sinecure. The constant “ care and 
supervision” of fifty-four schools, in which are collected more 
than five thousand pupils, taught by nearly one hundred 


teachers, the frequent visits to each school for the purpose of 
“ carefully examining as to its progress and condition,” the 
advising with teachers in reference to instruction and disci- 
pline, examining all bills of which this Board takes cogniz- 
ance, aiming to secure economy to the city in its annual ex- 
penditure of more than fifty thousand dollars, and to prevent 
waste and injury to school property, examining carefully 
twice a year the first class in each of the forty-five Primary 
Schools, and determining the fitness of each pupil for ad- 
mission to the Grammar School, rendering such assistance as 
may be required by the Board or any of its Committees, 
receiving, classifying and recording the quarterly reports of 
the teachers, keeping an account of the actual expenses in- 
curred by each school, and for what purpose the money was 
expended, and — without specifying any more of the numerous 
and multifarious duties very properly prescribed for the Su- 
perintendent — “ devoting himself to the study of our school 
system, and acquainting himself with the general progress 
of education.” To these duties are superadded all the usual 
duties performed by the Secretary of such a Board. 

In complying with the requirement to present a “ gen- 
eral report” of my labors for the year, and such suggestions 
in regard to the increased efficiency and usefulness cf the 
schools as I may deem desirable, I shall endeavor to be rea- 
sonably brief, and if occasionally some of the thoughts and 
language may be similar to what I have elsewhere used, it 
will be because they are deemed equally appropriate here. 

A very considerable portion of my time has been occu- 
pied in visiting the schools, for this I have considered as one 
of the most important of my duties. I am unable to state 
the precise number of visits thus made, but the} r will average 
at least three to each teacher, each school term. These 
visits have been made, for obvious reasons, at irregular pe- 
riods, and at times unanticipated by the teacher and schol- 
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jus, and have been attended, as I think, with very perceptible 
and favorable influences upon them. Sometimes the visit is 
brief, sufficiently long, however, to give me an idea of the 
condition of the school ; at other times it is protracted 
through the greater part of the entire session. In some of 
these visits I am a mere listener, only asking a few ques- 
tions or making a few remarks on the subject of the lesson, 
but often conducting the recitation myself, and making it an 
examination of what the class has gone over since my last 
visit. My object has been to ascertain the real condition of 
each school in respect to the quantity and quality of the in- 
struction given, to the progress made by each class, — the 
general discipline of the school, — the character of the 
teacher as exhibited in his looks, tone, and general bearing 
in presence of his pupils, his mode of teaching, governing, 
securing the confidence and respect of his pupils, and awak- 
ening correct habits of study and of thought. The habits 
of the scholars, too, while studying, or passing to and from 
recitation, as well as in the recitation itself, the condition of 
the desks and floor, the temperature and ventilation of the 
room, and many other things which an experienced teacher 
Would very naturally observe, have not been unnoticed by 
me. The cordial reception extended to me by the teachers 
in these visits, and the kind manner in which such criticisms 
and suggestions as circumstances seemed to require have 
been received by them, and their evident desire to carry out 
my suggestions as shown by the results exhibited in subse- 
quent visits, have been very gratifying to me, and it gives 
me great pleasure to say, that, so far as I am aware, the most 
friendly relations exist between the entire corps of teachers 
and the Superintendent. It is not my purpose to institute 
any invidious comparisons between the schools by presenting 
in detail for the public eye impressions and results, con- 
nected with these visits, which, however necessary to assist 


the Board in its deliberations, and myself in efforts to rem- 
edy defects wherever they exist, cannot beyond that subserve 
any useful purpose. All such information can more properly 
be communicated to the Board in such occasional reports as 
the Superintendent may be expected to present. The supe- 
perior excellence of one school in comparison with others, 
whether in its studies or its discipline, is not always to be 
attributed to the greater ability or fidelity of its teacher. 
Circumstances independent of these may have occasioned it, 
which could not well be stated in a public report, and could 
be appreciated only by the Committee. 


PRIMARY SCHOOLS. 

While I have endeavored to give a due share of my 
time to each grade of schools, my attention has been more 
particularly directed to the Primary Schools, of which we 
now have forty-five, taught by as many teachers, because I 
consider that these elementary schools, where the foundation 
of future character and excellence is to be laid, are really 
the most important in our system of education. In the 
instruction of the children for whom these schools are espe- 
cially designed, females are, with eminent propriety, exclu- 
sively employed. Here the plastic mind of the young child 
is to be moulded into such forms of mental and moral excel- 
lence as the patient love and gentle hand of woman alone 
can fashion ; here the affections ' are to be developed and 
rightly directed, the passions to be disciplined, the love for 
the beautiful in Nature and in Art to be first awakened, and, 
in a word, such an influence to be exerted as will, in a great 
degree, determine the whole future character of those whose 
“ unconscious tuition ” is here carried on, as well as its more 
apparent manifestation in the unintelligible, wearisome and 
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monotonous (laity routine of the elementary books, to which 
the attention of the young child is too often exclusively di- 
rected. To realize the best results from these schools, we 
need teachers of no ordinary character, who shall bring to 
their daily round of duty not only the requisite intellec- 
tual qualifications, but also a heart full of sympathy with 
the young, a spirit of gentleness, patience and firmness, 
combined with a special adaptation to, and a fondness for, 
the great work assigned to them. 

It has been very gratifying to me to see in many of the 
Primary Schools evidence that the blackboard and crayon 
are regarded, as they always should be, as indispensable ad- 
juncts to the school room, and are used to such advantage by 
the children. In some of these schools the little ones are 
allowed and encouraged to go to the board and make figures 
and letters, and draw pictures of horses and animals, and 
various other objects familiar to them. It is true that what- 
ever other commands of the decalogue they may violate, 
they certainty cannot be charged, on account of these draw- 
ings, with breaking the second, for their animals, do not bear 
“ any likeness of any thing in heaven above, or that is in the 
earth beneath, or that is in the water under the earth.” It 
would perplex Agassiz to determine to what species of ani- 
mals, either of the present or a past age, they should be re- 
ferred, and it sometimes requires the utmost stretch of cred- 
ulity on the part of the visitor to believe the assertion that 
one was meant for a sheep, and another for an elephant. 
The skillful architect might lose caste in his profession if he 
were to imitate the proportions of some of the sketches which 
juvenile fancy through undisciplined muscles has portrayed. 
Still, I would have no teacher despise these rude attempts, 
but with kind looks and encouraging words allure the child 
to better things. Doubtless the first attempts of Michael 
Angelo were in no wise better than these, and although we 
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may not hope for any of these little ones an immortality of 
fame in the world of Art, still a portion of their time thus 
occupied not only gives them pleasure, but is for other ob- 
vious reasons so useful, that the teacher should encourage 
and expect them thus to employ it. 

The simple physical exercises, which by the School 
Regulations are required to be practised in these schools, at 
each session, and also the occasional singing exercises, in 
both which the children take so much pleasure, and which 
serve as such a relief to the otherwise wearisome routine of 
their school life, are pleasant and attractive features in most 
of our Primary Schools. I regret, however, that many of 
the teachers so greatly misapprehend the design of the 
physical exercises, and that the practice has been in so many 
schools to have them occur just before the children pass out 
at recess, or immediately on their return* while all a-glow 
with the excitement, or wearied by the fatigue, of their 
active out-of-door sports. This has been, indeed, a com- 
pliance with the requirement of the Board, which did not 
prescribe any particular time for the occurrence of these 
exercises, leaving it to the presumed good sense and judg- 
ment of the teachers to have them practised at such times 
as might secure to the little ones the greatest benefit to be 
derived from them. In several schools, at my suggestion, a 
change has been made in this respect, and it is presumed 
that hereafter the obvious intent of the Board in requiring 
these exercises will be more considerately regarded by all 
the teachers. 

Besides the less formal and occasional examinations 
which I make of all the classes, I spent the last four weeks 
of the Summer term in a thorough examination of the first 
class in each of the Primary Schools, to determine in regard 
to the qualifications of each scholar to enter the Grammar 
School, this being a semi-annual duty which you have 
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assigned to me. The number of scholars whom I thus ex- 
amined was three hundred and fifteen, and their average 
age was nine and one-third years. Of this number I could 
approve of only two hundred and eighteen, and quite 
a number of these with much hesitation, for I consider it 
very important to the successful progress of these children 
in the more advanced studies of their education, that they 
should begin right , and lay a proper foundation for good 
scholarship in the thorough mastery of the simple elemen- 
tary studies of the Primary Schools. When a first class is 
examined by me, most of whom as I find by my records, 
a cannot add and subtract simple numbers without slowly 
counting their fingers,” whose “ reading is very deficient in 
articulation, in attention to the punctuation, in emphasis, 
and every other essential of good reading,” who “miscall 
and recall simple 'words very frequently,” whose “ spelling 
falls short of fifty per cent, of correctness ” in such a limit- 
ed portion of the Spelling Book as they have “ gone over,” 
and who are equally deficient in the other studies with which 
they are required to be familiar, I cannot consistently give 
to such scholars certificates that they are “ fully qualified 
for admission to the Grammar Schools,” even if I am assur- 
ed, as in several instances, that other classes, no better pre- 
pared than these, have heretofore been admitted to these 
schools. It is far better for such scholars, as well as for the 
reputation of their teachers, to be kept back, if necessary, 
for six months, or a year longer, and then go to the Gram- 
mar Schools “ fully qualified,” and uniformly so, from all the 
schools, than to be promoted while still very deficient in any 
of the simple, elementary branches, whose primary import- 
ance should ever be associated with the Primary Schools. 

In this examination I was struck with the great want 
of uniformity in the quantity and quality of the instruction 
imparted in this grade of schools, as exhibited in the results. 
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There has existed great indefiniteness in regard to some of 
the studies prescribed, and in some instances great latitude 
has been allowed to the teachers, which is pleaded in justifi- 
cation for any short comings. For instance, the Regulations 
say that scholars in the Primary Schools shall be instructed 
in Reading, but they do not say whether they shall be lim- 
ited to the Second Reader, as has been the usage in several 
of them, or shall be able to read with facility the more diffi- 
cult pieces in the Third Reader, as many of them do. They 
“ shall be instructed also in spelling,” but whether they shall 
be required to go through the Spelling Book, as some do, or 
a very limited portion of it, as more generally, is not 
defined, and hence great discrepancies. Geography, too, is 
required to be taught in these schools (orally, and by maps 
and text books,) but as candidates for the Grammar School 
were not, under the old Regulations, required to be exam- 
ined in this branch, this requirement was ignored by some 
of the teachers, and as they said, with the knowledge and 
consent of their sub-committees. In other schools I found 
that considerable attention had been given to this study. 

From some schools a class has been sent to the Gram- 
mar School every six months, and — unless there are very 
satisfactory reasons for tho contrary — I do not know why 
this should not be expected and required of all. From 
some other schools a class is sent only once a year. 

Now it must be apparent to the Board that it is diffi- 
cult to institute any just comparison between schools of the 
same grade where there are such widely varying usages 
allowed. It would be most remarkable if scholars who 
are in the first class for only six months, a part of 
which time is given to the study of forty or fifty pages 
of Geography, and to committing the entire Spelling 
Book, should appear as well at an examination extending 
over all this ground, as scholars who have formed the first 
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class for a whole year, and perhaps have not advanced near- 
ly as far, even if they have not neglected a portion of the 
studies required. I have recently been giving especial at- 
tention to the lower classes in these schools, as the examina- 
tion of the first classes will again occur at the close of the 
present Winter term, and I find a similar want of uniformity 
prevailing in these. For instance, the second class in two 
Primary Schools has read only about sixty pages in the 
Second Reader, while in another school the fourth class has 
read as far, and their reading is but slightly, if at all, inferi- 
or to that of the others. To secure greater uniformity in 
the schools by defining more exactly what will be expected 
of the teacher hereafter, and the limits which each class 
must, reach before being promoted to a higher class in the 
same school, or to a higher grade of schools, is a subject 
which should receive early and thoughtful consideration. 

The different degrees of excellence which the frequent 
visitor to all these schools cannot fail to notice, is doubtless 
in an eminent degree directly traceable to the differences in 
their teachers. The properly educated, kind, affectionate, 
active, energetic teacher, thoroughly devoted to her work, 
and ever seeking for something higher and better, will as a 
necessary consequence infuse her spirit into her school, and 
exhibit the most satisfactory results. We have some such 
teachers and schools, which will not suffer by comparison 
with those in any other city, and if there are any who do 
not, and cannot be made to realize this description, the duty 
of the Board is a plain and imperative one. 


GRAMMAR SCHOOLS. 

There are eight schools of this grade, in the instruction 
of which are employed seven male, and thirty-three female 
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teachers. In surveying my field of labor, and considering 
how our schools could be most economically and efficiently 
conducted, I thought that one of these schools, with our 
greatly reduced population could very well be dispensed 
with, and its comparatively small number of pupils be trans- 
ferred to other schools of the same grade, — the slightly in- 
creased distance which some of the children would have to 
go not seeming to me a serious objection to it, — and early 
in the year I recommended to the Board such an arrange- 
ment. In consequence of the strong local feeling manifest- 
ed in favor of continuing this school, the Board deemed it 
expedient to continue it, dispensing with the services of a 
male teacher and employing only two female teachers, one 
of whom should be the acting Principal. Although the 
highest advantages of a well graded school, such as a large 
number of 'scholars can best secure, cannot be realized by 
such an arrangement, yet as it seems to be satisfactory to 
those families most directly interested in it, and is attended 
with a very considerable saving in the expense of conduct- 
ing this school, it will be best, I think, to continue it. I re- 
fer to the Colburn School. As the building in which this 
school is kept was re-modelled in 1863, and fitted up at 
great expense, and is one of the most pleasantly situated 
and perhaps the best school-building in our city, I would 
suggest whether it may not be desirable that the two Pri- 
mary Schools, Nos. 9 and 27, now occupying the small rooms 
in the second story of the Ward Room building on Church 
Street, and hemmed in on two sides by high brick walls, 
should be permitted to occupy two of the three now unoc- 
cupied rooms in this building. As the building is heated by 
steam, the additional expense of warming these two rooms 
will be trifling, and thus it will be an economical arrange- 
ment, besides the sanitary benefits to be hoped for from the 
much larger and better ventilated rooms which the children 
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of these schools will here occupy. There would then be 
four Primary Schools occupying the four rooms on the lower 
floor, and the whole of the second story would still remain 
for the exclusive use of the Grammar School. 

The Grammar Schools of our city can, perhaps, best be 
judged of by such results as the careful examination of the 
most advanced classes exhibit, for, having passed through 
the full course of study prescribed for these schools, they 
may be considered as affording a fair test of the manner in 
which for a series of years they have been trained. I there- 
fore here present the following Table. 
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Results of the Examination of Applicants from the several Grammar 
Schools to enter the High School, July , 1864. 

The per centage required for entire correctness in the several studies is indicated by the 
figures placed over each, making in the aggregate 100.

Standard for admission: all having 68; all, 14 years and upwards, having 66; all, 15 
years and upwards, having 64 ; and all, 16 years and upwards, having 62. 

For the number of scholars belonging to the above schools during the year, see the 
Table at the end of the Reports. 

The above results are obtained from a careful exam- 
ination of the papers written out by each of the one hun- 
dred and forty who were examined. The questions proposed 
for the examination were prepared by me, under the direc- 
tion of the High School Committee, and were considered 
not so difficult as many similar series of questions proposed 
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in former years. They will be found in Appendix, Xo. 2. 
Of the one hundred and forty examined, one hundred and 
thirteen were admitted. 

Some teachers might have preferred that only the re- 
sults of such as passed a successful examination should be 
here presented, but as each one examined presented a certi- 
ficate signed by his teacher, stating that he K had pursued 
the studies prescribed by the regulations of the School 
Committee for admission to the High School, and is presum- 
ed to be qualified for admission to the High School/’ it 
seems highly proper to take into account all the results. 
It certainly is as fair for one school as for another. 

It will be seen that the average age of these graduates 
from the Grammar Schools is fifteen years and four months. 
I have not the means of ascertaining how this will compare 
with the average age of graduates from similar schools in 
other cities excepting Xew Bedford, where for the last four 
years it has been nearly one year less than this. And I 
think that entering the Primary Schools at five years of 
age, nine years is quite long enough for children to spend in 
preparation for the High School, allowing four years for the 
Primary School studies, and five for the Grammar School. 
Some, for various reasons, might need a little more time 
than this, and if we allow an average of half a year, mak- 
ing the entire period spent in the Primary and Grammar 
Schools nine and half years, then the average age of those 
seeking admission to the High School would be fourteen and 
half years, and of its graduates eighteen and half years, 
making an actual gain, — viewed in some aspects, — of nearly 
a year. May not this be easily accomplished by a proper 
division of the time and studies, without over-tasking the 
pupils ? For those whose school education will terminate 
when they shall leave the Grammar School this is not so im- 
portant, but for those who desire to go through the High 
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School course of study, before commencing the necessary 
discipline to fit them for any of the active un-professional 
pursuits of life, and especially for such as, after graduating 
here, must devote seven years more of uninterrupted study 
before they can enter Either of the “ learned professions,” 
popularly so called, the gain of a year at the threshold of 
one’s studies is an important consideration. And in this 
connection I would suggest whether those, for whom their 
parents intend a collegiate education, might not at an earlier 
age, say at twelve years, as in Boston, and with less re- 
quired of them than is the case now, be admitted to a clas- 
sical course of study in the High School, arranged with 
especial reference to meet the wants of such ? This might 
be a five years course, if necessary, and in that time every 
one of ordinary intelligence might be thoroughly fitted for 
any college in our country. It is said by our High School 
teachers, and I doubt not very justly, that under the present 
arrangement, they cannot take their classical students over 
as much ground as is required for admission to Harvard 
College, nor with sufficient thoroughness to secure their 
admission there. Whether these students desire to go to 
Harvard College or not, it should not be said that they 
cannot be thoroughly fitted for it at our High School. I throw 
this out merely as a suggestion without recommending its 
adoption at present. It will, perhaps, be sufficient time to 
consider it, if the High School shall ever be graded in ac- 
cordance with the request communicated in a special paper 
to the Board last Spring, by the Principal of that school. 

Of the studies pursued in the Grammar Schools, and 
the manner in which they are pursued, I shall not at this 
time express my views. I will merely say that in some I 
have thought an undue proportion of time and attention 
was given to Arithmetic, although one might infer just the 
contrary from the fact as shown by the above table, that the 
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general per centage of correctness in Arithmetic is much 
lower than in either of the other studies, heinsr onlv 9.S5.

when 2 5 was required. If the Board in its scale of require- 
ments for admission to the High School makes so marked a 
difference between the several studies as is now made, 
allowing twenty-five for Arithmetic, twelve for Spelling, and 
the same for Reading, ten for History, and so on. it would not 
be strange if some of the teachers should divide the time 
and attention of their pupils to secure results corresponding 
to this scale. Xotwitstanding the low average in Arithmetic 
obtained by these candidates. I will say that I have, with 
rare exceptions, found that this subject is taught in a 
thorough and satisfactory manner in our Grammar Schools, 
and by some of the teachers with marked ability and suc- 
cess, Without dwelling upon this further, I trust that in 
closing what I have to say about the Grammar Schools, I 
may be excused for repeating what I said in a similar con- 
nection, in a Report which I submitted a year since. 

These Grammar Schools are a highly important part 
of our School system and should render a very valuable ser- 
vice in educating their pupils for active life. A small num- 
ber of the pupils yearly pass from them to the High School, 
but the greater number here finish their school education. 
Such being the fact, it becomes a highly important question, 
whether the course of instruction here pursued is in all 
respects best calculated to prepare the pupils for the duties 
of life which they are to assume without any further school 
advantages. Without time at present to propose any essen- 
tial modifications of the course of study prescribed for these 
schools, I would suggest that the subject is deserving of 
thoughtful consideration bv the Board. The average time 
spent in completing the course of study in the Grammar 
Schools is a little more than five years, a very considerable 
portion of which is spent in memorizing the endless details 
of Geography whose prominent facts are all that have any 
real value, the unimportant events of History, including 
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the time when this and that insignificant person was born 
and died, the time when a multitude of battles was fought 
with the number of killed and wounded, and much other 
equally frivolous matter, and the intricacies of Grammatical 
analysis, — all which, learned with so much difficulty, and of 
really no value when learned, very soon passes from their 
memory after entering upon active life. Are we realizing 
the best and most desirable results of true education when 
we send forth from our schools so large a proportion of those 
so educated in them, — if such a term can be allowed — that 
they can solve simple Arithmetical problems so as to reach 
the result indicated in the printed answer of their book, but 
imperfectly, if at all, comprehending the principles which 
underlie the solution and without which the process is simply 
mechanical, — capable of repeating in most ungrammatical 
sentences such principles of Grammar as their memories can 
retain, — often with a chirography such as the great Roman 
Historian said c should be reckoned among the unpardonable 
sins,’ and with such habits of reading, so devoid of correct 
emphasis and of appropriate expression, as to make the in- 
quiry of old a very pertinent one, ‘ Understandest thou what 
thou readest ?” Might not a portion of the valuable time 
now almost wasted in ways indicated above, be far more 
profitably employed if devoted to some subjects of really 
practical value ? Is not a knowledge of Book-keeping, in 
its simplest forms, sufficient however to enable these future 
mechanics and operatives, it may be, to keep their own ac- 
counts and make out bills for services rendered without feel- 
ing ashamed of them, or depending upon others for this, 
— of more importance to them than at least one-half of 
what is so painfully committed to memoiy in some bulky 
Geography or History ? Is not the ability to express one's 
thoughts correctly in good plain English, either in epistolary 
correspondence or in ai ij form of writing, which might be 
acquired by devoting a portion of the time to Compositions 
or letter-writing, of more value than much of the unintelli- 
gible jargon of Analysis so glibly repeated after months of 
wearisome study ? Does not many a young man wish that 
he had the confidence to stand up before his fellow-men in 
public assemblies when occasions demand it, and which he 
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might have acquired in his school days, if the practice of 
declamation had been allowed to occupy that amount of 
time, and to receive that degree of attention, which the 
omission of some less important exercises would have 
secured V 

With the present arrangement of study prescribed for 
these schools, very fair results have been exhibited in all of 
them, and the teachers have uniformly labored zealously ac- 
cording to the measure of their ability, though with varied 
success. 

I find in the School Regulations among the studies 
which “ shall be ” in the Grammar Schools, “ Elementary 
Algebra, Book-keeping and Drawing are specified, but I 
am not aware that any instruction has been given in either 
of these subjects in this grade of schools during the present 
year. 

Some attention is paid to Compositions and Declama- 
tions, but I think still more might very usefully be given to 
these subjects. 

The requirement of the Board in regard to Phj r sical 
Exercises is with few exceptions observed in all these schools, 
and in many of the rooms with very gratifying results. There 
is, however, the same singular inappropriateness in most of 
these schools as to the time of their occurrence, that I have 
spoken of as manifested in the Primary Schools. With rare 
exceptions they have been practiced just before or after re- 
cess, or at the very close of school. I cannot think that this 
is in accordance with the spirit of the requirement, or can 
meet with the approval of the Board. 

There is at present a want of uniformity in regard to the 
time when the several studies are commenced in these schools, 
and the degree of attention given to them, so that frequently 
a scholar who by change of residence is transferred from one 
Grammar School to another, cannot, as lie ought, enter a class 
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corresponding in progress in the several studies with the one 
he has left. A case of this kind lias just been brought to 
my notice, of a boy who in consequence of the study of 
Grammar being taken up at a later period in the school 
which he left, than in that to which he was transferred, will 
be compelled to spend a year longer in the Grammar School, 
and during that time go over the same portions of the Arith- 
metic with which at his former school he had become famil- 
iar. This is an evil which should be remedied by a Pro- 
gramme of Studies for these schools, indicating at what pre- 
cise time each study shall be commenced, and how much 
ground shall be gone over in stated periods. In this way, 
transfers from one school to another can at any time be made 
without any of the evils now experienced. I commend this 
subject to the early consideration of the in-coming Board. 


HIGH SCHOOL. 

As I could not institute any comparison between the 
progress and success of the Primary and Grammar Schools 
during this year, and those of previous years, on account of 
my knowledge of them being confined to a period of only 
ten months, the same reason will prevent me from making 
any such comparison in respect to the High School. My 
visits to this school have been as frequent as other similar 
duties would permit, and it gives me pleasure to say that in 
all the essentials of a High School it will compare very 
favorably with any similar school of which I have any per- 
sonal knowledge. The instruction in the classics and in 
mathematics is unusually thorough, and the progress of the 
classes generally is very creditable to their several teachers. 
If in some of the subjects taught, the teachers were more 
independent of what should be merely the text book, and 
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took a wider range of question and illustration than that 
affords, evincing . a more thorough comprehension of the 
subject, it would be for the greater advantage of their clas- 
ses. I have thought that a more thorough and systematic 
examination of this school, at least once a year, conducted 
in writing mainly, somewhat after the manner of the Gram- 
mar School graduates who are examined for admission to it, 
would be a better test of the real scholarship and attain- 
ments of its members, than the present exclusively oral 
method. Such an examination would involve much labor, 
but particular subjects might be assigned to different com- 
mittees, consisting in part at least of gentlemen not con- 
nected with the Board, but sufficiently interested in these 
subjects, and in the prosperity of this school, to be willing 
to conduct such an examination, and make a written Report 
to the Board of its results. Such a course is pursued in 
several cities, and with gratifying results. A similar, but 
modified course, might be pursued in the examination of our 
Grammar Schools, which with the constant supervision of 
the Superintendent, and such occasional visits and examina- 
tions as the several sub-committees are able to make, might 
serve as an additional incentive to every teacher and scholar, 
and thus inure greatly to the best interests of the schools. 

Physical Exercises have at each session of the school 
been practiced with great benefit to the scholars, and in a 
manner to afford great satisfaction to the casual visitors who 
have witnessed them. They have uniformly occurred at a 
time equi-distant between recess and the close of school. 

As previously stated, the number of graduates from the 
Grammar Schools examined for admission to this school in 
July last was one hundred and forty; besides these were 
two from Private Schools, and three non-residents, making 
in all one hundred and forty-five. Of this number one hun- 
dred and thirteen were admitted. 




Several of these could not be admitted according to the 
standard of requirements prescribed by the Board, but were 
afterwards admitted by the vote of a bare majority, and 
that, too, when quite a number, as the record will show, 
were excluded, although they passed a better examina- 
tion. It is not my place to sit in judgment upon the 
doings of the Board, but from my official relation to the 
schools I feel it my duty to say, that in my opinion 
the condition of the High School cannot be raised but by 
the most rigid adherence to the prescribed terms for admis- 
sion, u It is impossible for the most capable, most indus- 
trious, and best disposed teacher in the world, to make 
sound and thorough scholars from those who are put into his 
hands by nature dull, or by previous training or neglect of 
opportunities unqualified for the work of his particular de- 
partment. The best workman that ever handled a tool can- 
not produce a good article of furniture from bad and unsea- 
soned stock and the instructors in our High School are 
too often engaged in working upon just such stock. The 
mischievous effects of remissness in requirement, and of eas- 
ing off in the admission of members to this school, are not 
confined to its immediate walls. The evil goes further. It ex- 
tends downwards, and will break out, all undesirable as it is, 
in schools of a lower grade, for I believe it to be a sound 
principle, that a high standard for the High School will in- 
evitably bring all below, by degrees, to that standard ; but 
let the standard be lowered, and the whole is lowered.

As in several special Reports during the year I have 
more fully spoken of this matter of school attendance, and 
offered some suggestions relative to reducing the number of 
teachers in a few schools where the diminished number of 
pupils might justify it, and which are still before the Board 
for its consideration, it will be unnecessary for me to dwell 
upon the subject here.

TRUANCY. 


I need not enlarge upon this subject, so fruitful of evil, 
and so difficult to remedy. It has been presented so often 
in your Annual Reports, and in so many different ways 
brought to the public notice, that I do not feel it necessary 
to dwell upon it. I will merely say that in fulfillment of my 
duty c to take cognizance of all cases of truancy which may 
come to my knowledge, and strive to reform the child, and 
if unsuccessful to report the child to one of the officers 
whose duty it is to make complaint in such cases/ I have 
frequently talked with such offenders, and with their 
parents, and in several instances have been compelled to call 
the attention of the officers to their cases. I am daily more 
and more convinced of the desirableness, and necessity even, 
of having a man, possessing the peculiar qualifications re- 
quisite for such duties, who shall devote his time and atten- 
tion to this subject exclusively. The large number of chil- 
dren to be seen wandering about our streets during school 
hours, and who, when talked with, can give no satisfactory 
reason for not being at school, show r s that the work is. not 
prosecuted as efficiently as it should be. Teachers fre- 
quently complain to me that many cases reported by them 
to the police officers are not attended to, and that this mat- 
ter of truancy does not seem to them to be regarded by 
these officers as a part of their legitimate duty, but as one 
of comparatively minor importance. There have, however, 
during the year been several complaints made of such offen- 
ders before the Police Court, as will appear by the following 
abstract of a Report made to me by S. P. Hadley, Jr., Esq., 
Clerk of that Court. 

Complaints for truancy have been made against twenty- 
nine boys, and one girl. These cases have been disposed of 
as follows : twenty-four have been committed to the “Insti- 


tution of Instruction and House of Reformation ” in our 
city, four for six months, sixteen for one year, four for two 
years, and the six others were discharged, after being bailed. 
Several of those committed as above, have been pardoned 
out for good behavior, on recommendation of the Mayor. 

From the few visits which I have made to this “ Insti- 
tion of Instruction and House of Reformation,” I have 
formed a highly favorable impression of it. Here such 
offenders are placed under the supervision of a gentleman 
most admirably fitted for such service, under whose thorough 
instruction, excellent discipline, and constant moral and 
religious influence, they cannot fail of deriving great benefit. 
I only regret that all the “ habitual ” violators of our Truant 
law are not placed under the same redeeming influences. 


SCHOOL EXPENDITURES. 

For a detailed statement of expenditures for the sup- 
port of our public schools, reference must be made to the 
Annual Report of the City Auditor. It gives me pleasure, 
however, to say that notwithstanding the greatly increased 
price of fuel, about forty per cent, in advance of the previ- 
ous year, and the addition made to the salaries of teachers, 
amounting in the aggregate to more than five thousand dol- 
lars, and including the salary of the Superintendent, the 
school expenditures for 1864 are less than those for I860, 
by $1,339.18, and there will remain a balance in favor of the 
School Department, Jan. 1, 1865, of $2,608.19. 
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The following is the statement made to me by the 


Auditor.

The above does not include the appropriation of $6,000 
for “ School-Houses,” in the expenditure of which this 
Board has assumed no control, and is not, therefore, respon- 
sible for it. Only $3,681.61 of this appropriation has been 
expended this year, in striking contrast with the expendi- 
ture for similar purposes in 1863, of $16,168.64, being an 
excess of $10,768.40 above the appropriation for that year, 
but still under the direction of the City Government, to re- 
model several of the Grammar School buildings. 

Of the large amount appropriated by the City Govern- 
ment for the support and maintenance of our public schools, 
not a dollar should be expended except in the most judicious 
manner, so as to secure its full equivalent, and produce the 
best possible results. To keep in successful operation the 
machinery requisite for carrying on the educational system 
of our city, must, even with rigid economy, be attended with 
great expense. Still these schools are so closely identified 
with the highest prosperity of the city, and exert such a 
powerful influence in the production of all those ele- 
ments which form the character of the intelligent and vir- 
tuous citizen, that they should receive the cordial support of 
every friend of popular education. Their importance can 
hardly be over-estimated, and while they should be conducted 
with the greatest econoni}' consistent with their highest eflic- 


iency, none can be so blind to their own best interests as to 
suffer them to be shorn of their strength and glory by with- 
holding the pecuniary means needful for their support. 1 
doubt not that all which is required by the tax-payers of our 
city is to know that the amount yearly appropriated for this 
Department is judiciously applied, without wastefulness or 
extravagance, and that being assured of this, they will 
cheerfully contribute, in no stinted and parsimonious manner, 
all that is really needed for the present and prospective 
wants of our schools. 

There are other subjects which occur to me as deserving 
consideration, but which I forbear presenting at present. 
With my grateful thanks to the Board for the uniform kind- 
ness and courtesy shown to me by each member during the 
period of my connection with it, and with the hope that 
the close of another year will witness results that shall more 
perfectly realize our earnest desire for the increased effi- 
ciency and usefulness of our public schools, I will now close 
my Report.

It will be seen by the foregoing statements, that not- 
withstanding the continued depression of business in our 
city, and the unsettled state of the country, the Library 
has been more successful than at any other period since it 
was established. It is true, that in I860, when special ex- 
ertions were made by canvassing and advertising, the 
number of subscribers reached 1339, which is 32C more 
than we have the present year ; but the number of vol- 
umes taken from the Library the present year exceeds that 
of 1860 by 2302, showing that in 1860 many subscribed 
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ay ho did not avail themselves of the privileges of the Li- 
brary, to any great extent. 

Comparing the figures with those of last year, we find 
that the number of subscribers has increased 178, and that 
there have been delivered 8479 more volumes than in 1803. 

The demand for light reading, mentioned in the last re- 
port, has not abated, and every new novel announced is 
repeatedly called for before it has hardly left the hands of 
the publisher. In selecting this kind of reading, the diffi- 
culty has been in knowing what to reject. The Directors, 
in this matter, have endeavored to exercise due care ; and 
as a consequence have reason to hope that nothing has 
been admitted that a fastidious parent or guardian would 
not approve, or if not approve, would not condemn. 

We have no doubt that the Library, in its present con- 
dition, is exerting an influence which is of incalculable 
benefit to the city; but we believe it might be extended 
by making it free to all who would wish to avail them- 
selves of its privileges. 

At no period in the history of our country has it been 
so important that every possible aid should be given to 
cultivate the intelligence and morality of the people, than 
in this time of war, intense excitement, and unparalleled 
effort; while every nerve is strained to increase our mili- 
tary strength, it is no less necessary to make liberal pro- 
vision to encourage the virtues requisite for national pow- 
er, to counteract and reform the vices which are fostered 
by the condition of our country, and to prepare the peo- 
ple to act upon the great questions which must be decided 
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by prevailing opinions. These objects must be promoted 
by the education of adult life, in which free public libraries 
are, or should be, the most efficient agencies. 

Most of our sister cities have instituted such libraries, 
and many of them have, in connection therewith, public 
reading rooms; and the reports of their Directors speak 
volumes in their favor. 

It may be impracticable for us, with the Library in its 
present location; but it is earnestly to be hoped, that cir- 
cumstances will transpire which may induce some future 
City Council to adopt that system and make the influence 
of our Library more generally felt, and the Library itself 
not only an advantage, but an ornament to our city. 

It was with regret that, in June, the Directors heard of 
the resignation of Mr. Kimball, to take effect July 1st. 
He had served in the position of Librarian four and a half 
years, with great fidelity, and the interest which he always 
manifested in the success of the Library, his excellent 
character and agreeable manners, secured for him the con- 
fidence of the Directors, and made him respected and es- 
teemed by all who came in contact with him. Being pe- 
culiarly fitted for the position, and having become thor- 
oughly conversant with the Library and its patrons, he 
filled his place in a manner which it would be difficult for 
any successor to equal. 

Mr. Edwards, the present Librarian, it is but justice to 
say, has discharged the duties of his office to the entire 
satisfaction of the Directors, and it is to be presumed, also 
to the satisfaction of the subscribers. 
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The influence of the Library upon the community can- 
not be presented in a report, for it is beyond the power of 
calculation. 

We invite your attention to the facts and suggestions 
we have presented, and leave you to form your own judg- 
ment as to the value of the institution which you are en- 
couraging. We commend it to your special favor, believing 
that the intelligence and character of the city, its true in- 
terests in every respect, will be affected by the encourage- 
ment it gives its local institutions of every land, which 
have been established for the general benefit of its inhab- 
tants.

Of the fourteen actions pending at the time of my elec- 
tion, eight have been disposed of and six remain upon the 
docket, in one of which no question remains to be settled. 

The number of actions now pending in favor of, or a- 
gainst the city, or its officers, is seven. The number of 
actions which have been commenced in favor of, or against 
the city, or its officers, during the past year, is four. Three 
of these have been disposed of, and one — Johnston and wife 
vs. Lowell— is now pending, returnable at the next term 
of the Supreme Judicial Court, to be held at Lowell in 
April. 

In a few instances the city has been summoned before 
the Police Court as the supposed trustee of different per- 
sons. One or two of such actions are now pending, but 
it is not deemed necessary to particularise them, as they 
in nowise affect the interests of the city. 

July 12th, 1S64, the City Council ordered the Solicitor 
to proceed to collect all sums of money that might be due 
the city from I. C. Eastman, a former collector and treas- 
urer. In attempting to enforce the order of the City 
Council the Solicitor has made several attempts to meet 
Mr. Eastman, and to ascertain from him, in connection 
with such information as the tax lists and the action of 
the assessors afforded, the state of the accounts between 
him and the City. Hitherto he has failed to obtain any 
particular information from Mr. Eastman, and the ac- 
counts and statements, as they now remain in the hands 
of the present Treasurer, are not sufficiently intelligible to 
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admit of proceedings at law to be commenced. Tlie So- 
licitor respectfully suggests that t-lie subject embraced in 
this order be referred to a committee, with whom the So- 
licitor may advise, in order that the whole subject may be 
put in a condition for intelligent .action thereon. 

The following information, touching the cases above 
enumerated, is subjoined: 

1. Joshua Bennett vs. William II. Clcmcnee & al. This ac- 
tion has been pending several years, and was an action of 
tort, for cutting down the plaint ill’s shop in Centralvillc, 
and has been fully described in the reports of former So- 
licitors. It has been before three juries, and has been 
three times before the Supreme Court. In the adjustment 
made between the city and the plaintiff, the city obtains 
the exclusive possession of a lot of land between Front 
street and Merrimack river, connected with Central Bridge, 
and a portion of the land in dispute has been dedicated 
for a public highway, and is to be laid out and maintain- 
ed as such, and the balance is awarded to the plaintiff 
The action was entered, neither party, at the Dec. Term, 
1804. 

2. George J. Maguire vs. Henrg Marshall — AVas ah action 
for an assult and battery and false imprisonment. De- 
fendant was a police officer, and the alleged assault was 
committed in the discharge of his duty as such. It was 
not tried, and neither party was entered Sept. Term, 1SG4. 

8. Jesse Iluse vs. CHg of Lowell. This was an action of 
contract to recover for thirty-one evenings’ attendance at 
the free school, on Middlesex street, by order of the then 
Mayor, and for services as Truant Commissioner from the 
time of the annual election until Feb.. G. This action was 
tried in the Superior Court, Sept. Term, 1864, and a verdict 
taken for the plaintiff for the amount of his claim, less 
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forty dollars paid him for services as a Truant Commis- 
sioner after the action was brought. Upon exceptions to 
the Supreme Court it was held that he was not entitled to 
recover anything for his services as a Truant Commis- 
sioner, but might recover for his first charge. The judg- 
ment will be about forty dollars, with costs. 

4. Sarah M. Wetlierbee vs. City of Loivell. This was an 
action against the city for an alleged defect in the side 
walk on the north side of Merrimack street. Trial Sept. 
Term, 1864. Yerdict for the city. An Execution for costs 
has been taken out and placed in the hands of an officer. 
Plaintiff is said to be poor and unable to pay costs. 

5. Harriet A. Hopkins vs. City of Loivell — Is an action 
to recover damages for an injury in consequence of an al- 
leged defect in the side walk on the westerly side of 
Bridge street, at its junction with French street. It was 
entered March Term, 1864, of the Superior Court, car- 
ried to the Supreme Court in April, and at the October 
Term it was continued by order of the Court. 

6. William Payne <$• Wife vs. City of Loivell — "Was re- 
turnable at the March Term of the Superior Court, 1864, 
removed to S. J. Court, and tried at Cambridge, Oct. Term, 
1864. Verdict for Plaintiff for $447.23. Exceptions ta- 
ken — argued Jan., 1865, and the verdict was sustained. 

7'. Edrvant Brierton vsi City of Loivell. Returnable at the 
March Term, Superior Court, 1864. Removed to Supreme 
Judicial Court. Is an action for an injury from an (alleg- 
ed defect in the easterly side walk on Lowell street. It 
was continued because a view of the premises by the jury 
was necessary for a propel’ understanding of the case. 

8. Georye Johnson vs. John Wheeler — An action for as- 
sault and battery upon the plaihtiff by the defendant who 
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was janitor at Huntington Hall. Trial Sept. Term, 18G4. 
Verdict for plaintiff, $11.92, and one quarter of the 
same amount for costs. Defendant paid the judgment. 

9. Moshier Burnham vs. Daniel Crowley f J. N. Pierce , Jr. 
An action for assault and false imprisonment. Plaintiff 
was supposed to have in his possession, with intent to 
pass, certain counterfeit money. Crowley, at the request 
of the other defendant, who was Cashier of a Bank, and 
to whom the money was offered, took the plaintiff into 
custody. After inquiry and ascertaining the innocence of 
the plaintiff, he was liberated. The action is pending. 

10. City of Lowell vs. Middlesex County Commissioners. 
This was a question of costs. The minutes upon the dock- 
et indicate that there is no question remaining to be set- 
tled. It will doubtless be disposed of at the April Term 
of the S. J. Court. 

11. Daniel Barry vs. City of Lowell. An action to recov- 
er damages for causing water to flow into his premises on 
Adams street. Trial April Term, 1863. Verdict $125. 
Exceptions taken. Argued Jan., 1864. Exceptions sus- 
tained. Verdict set aside and jugdment for the city for 
costs. Execution taken for $63.74. Now in the hands 
of an officer. 

12. City of Lowell vs. Benjamin F. Simpson. This action 
is brought to recover damages and costs paid by the city 
to Alanson Wright and wife, for an injury caused by over- 
turning a carriage in which Mrs. Wright was riding, op- 
posite the building belonging to Benjamin F. Simpson, in 
Bridge street. The action is founded on the terms of a 
license held by said Simpson, giving him authority to en- 
close a portion of the street. It was argued in January, 
1865, before the S. J. Court, and a decision may be expec- 
ted soon. 
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13. City of Loivcll vs. Otis Allen — Is an action of con- 
tract to recover damages of said Allen for the non-per- 
formance of his agreement to furnish lumber for the Cen- 
tralville Bridge. A question of law was heard before the 
S. J. Court at October Term, 1864. Hone George M. 
Brooks has been appointed auditor to examine and state 
the accounts. 

14. City of Loivell vs. Henry K. Oliver , Treas. This was 
an application for a Writ of Mandamus to compel the 
Treasurer of the Commonwealth to pay the city $83,000 
which it had disbursed to soldiers’ families as “ State Aid” 
in 1862 — its object being to test the constitutionality of 
the Act of 1863 to equalize bounties. The nature of the 
case is particularly described in the report of my prede- 
pessor. It was argued in Boston soon after my election. 
The Court sustained the constitutionality of the Act of 
1863, and the city recovered its money, deducting the a- 
mount due the State under the Act aforesaid. 

ACTIONS COMMENCED SINCE APKIL, 1S6E 

1. Francis S. Perkins vs. City of Loivell. Returnable at 
the June Term Sup. Court, 1864. The action was brought 
for services performed by the plaintiff as one of the En- 
gineers of the Fire Department. The payment was with- 
held on the ground that the plaintiff was chargeable with 
certain labor performed upon his Engine by the city, 
which, under the Ordinances upon that subject, the Engi- 
neer was bound to perform. The ambiguity of the Ordi- 
nances and some other circumstances, suggested the pro- 
priety of a settlement of this action, and it took place, 
the plaintiff releasing his costs. 

2. Lucy E. Edmands vs. City of Loivell — Was an action 
of contract for services as a school teacher, founded upon 
the regulations touching such employees. She was taken 
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sick soon after the commencement of the term, and a sub- 
stitute procured who taught her school during the whole 
term at a less price than the principal’s wages. The 
plaintilf claimed the difference, and on the words of the 
regulations of the school committee she was thought to 
be entitled to it. It had been the practice to pay the dif- 
ference in similar cases. The action was settled by pay- 
ing $32.60. The Solicitor understands that the regula- 
tion of the school committee in this regard has been 
changed. 

3. Charles N. Tyler vs. B. F. Hebard and the City of Low- 
ell Trustee. This action was returnable at the U. S. Cir- 
cuit Court at Boston, Oct. 15, 1864. An answer for the 
city was made and filed, but the plaintiff finally aban- 
doned his suit. 

4. Brent Johnston and Wife vs. City of Loivell. Writ 
dated' Jan. 19, 1865. This is an action to recover for an 
alleged injury from a defect in the highway, or side walk, 
on the northerly side of Broadway. Nothing was known 
by the city authorities of the accident before the service 
of the writ, which is made returnable to the April Term 
of the S. J. Court. The injury is understood to be a frac- 
ture or dislocation of the neck of the thigh bone, but the 
circumstances have not been particularly inquired into. 

I have been informed unofficially that Peter Clarkin 
and his wife have commenced an action for an assault up- 
on and imprisonment of the wife, Hannah Clarkin, by 
Lorenzo Phelps and Hiram K. Barnard, they acting in an 
official capacity. But the facts of the case have not 
been specifically stated, and the writ is not returnable.

DAY POLICE. 

This force, at the commencement of the present year, 
consisted of the Marshal, Deputy Marshal and one Detec- 
tive officer, and so continued until August 1st, when the 
Detective, A. D. Clark, resigned and left the Department. 
Subsequently Henry Marshall was detailed from the night 
force to fill his place, and has continued to act, to the close 
of the year. 

The duties formerly discharged by the Street Commis- 
sioner and Truant Officer, have devolved upon this depart- 
ment throughout the year, and the civil strife which agi- 
tates and distracts our country, has served to increase our 
duties, by the unusual influx of strangers, drawn here by 
the military authorities, all which duties we have cheer- 
fully assumed, and have at all times endeavored to render 
such aid as would best promote the cause for which we 
are contending. Yet our force has been quite inadequate 
to enable us to give so prompt attention to all the de- 
mands made upon us as we could desire. 

I therefore recommend the appointment of one addi- 
tional Detective to the present force, in this department. 

NIGHT POLICE. 

At the commencement of the year, this force consisted 
of a Captain of the Watch and twenty patrolmen. Also 
two whose duty it is to take care of the Police Station. 
A number of changes have occurred in this department 
during the year, by the resignation of old and the appoint- 
ment of new members. 
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I am fully aware that the burthens of our citizens, in 
the shape of taxes, have been so much increased in 
consequence of the unhappy and cruel rebellion now dis- 
tracting our country, that it is desirable to restrict our ex- 
penses to the smallest limit consistent with the safety and 
good order of community. Still I must say that the force 
placed at my disposal for the past year has been quite in- 
adequate to fully accomplish so desirable a result. 

It has been my aim so to distribute this force as to give 
equal protection to all parts of the city. In doing this 
the beats of some of the watchmen have been so large, 
that it was not in the power of the officer, however faith- 
ful and vigilant he might be, to thwart the plans of evil 
disposed and malicious persons, and afford that security to 
citizens and property so desirable to all. 

Particularly has this been the case in the vicinity of 
Whipple’s Mills*; in Centralville, and in the westerly part 
of the city, many complaints having been made to me in 
consequence. I therefore earnestly recommend the ap- 
pointment of three additional patrolmen, making the 
number to consist of twenty-three. 


TRUANCY. 

The duties of a Truant Officer are distinct in their char- 
acter from the ordinary routine of police duty. His au- 
thority is not only executive in its character, but to a cer- 
tain extent, admonitory and parental, and requires a per- 
son of different taste and tact from those of the ordinary 
policeman. From my own observation and experience, I 
am satisfied that the public good and the best interests of 
our community, require the appointment of such an offi- 
cer, whose whole duty it should be to look after truants 
and absentees from school, (unless specially detailed for 
other service,) thereby preventing crime, and in the best 
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way, preparing our wayward youth to become useful mem- 
bers of society. And, believing that the benefit accruing 
to the public would far outweigh the expense, I most res- 
pectfully recommend the appointment of such an officer. 


13 A T H ING. 

I would suggest, that there is no suitable place within 
the limits of the city, where persons can bathe Avithout 
exposure; and whether the city could not, for a trilling 
expense, select and prepare a suitable place, where, under 
certain regulations, all classes of our citizens, who desire 
to avail themselves of the privilege, could enjoy this ne- 
cessary and healthy recreation without exposing them- 
selves to the penalties and costs of a prosecution for viola- 
tion of the City Ordinances. 

In conclusion, I wish to express my sincere thanks to 
the Mayor and Board of Aldermen, for their suggestions 
and aid in the discharge of my duties ; to the members of 
the Department, for the prompt and faithful manner in 
which they have discharged their duty, and for the gen- 
tlemanly deportment they have manifested toward me up- 
on all occasions ; and to the citizens generally for their 
kindness and aid, so often rendered to the members of the 
Department in the discharge of their arduous duties.

OFFICE SUPERINTENDENT OF ALMS-HOUSE , ) 
January 2d, ISGo. j 

To the City Council: 

Gentlemen : — I have the honor of submitting mv third 
Annual Report, as required by the City Ordinances, of the 
Institutions under iny charge, consisting of the Alms- 
House, and City Farm connected therewith, together with 
the House of Employment and Reformation of Juvenile 
Offenders, located on the same premises, including also a 
summary of my doings as Superintendent of said Institu- 
tions, for the year ending December 31, 1SG4. 

The year has been one of the most eventful ill our na- 
tional history. The unnatural civil war now raging in 
our country, calling from their homes so many of our 
brave, able-bodied, and patriotic citizens, to do battle for 
the preservation of our free institutions, and bearing so 
heavily upon the industrial pursuits of our community, it 
has been reasonably feared, might have the effect to in- 
crease the number of those dependent on public charity 
for support, and fill our Alms-Houses with the unhappy 
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victims of poverty and want. But in our community, it 
affords me much pleasure to state, these anticipations have 
not been realized. On the contrary, in no year since my 
connection with this establishment, have we had less calls 
from this class than during the one now drawing to a close. 
And notwithstanding the almost fabulous prices now de- 
manded for every article of even necessary consumption, 
there appears to be no unusual amount of want and suf- 
fering among ns. 

Still, the Divine saying, “the poor ye have with you 
always/ 7 remains true, and the hand of public benevo- 
lence, and private charity, will always find sufficient em- 
ployment in ministering to the wants of the unfortunate 
and needy in our midst. As in human experience it is 
said, there is no good without its attendant evil, so I think 
'it may as truly be said, there is no evil without its attend- 
ant good. The economy, self-denial, and careful husband- 
ing of resources, now practised by all classes, forced upon 
us by the calamity of war, is teaching 11 s a lesson of pru- 
dence and self reliance, which I cannot blit hope, will be 
as lasting as it is useful and salutarv.

The farm remains the same as at the time of my 
last report, no alteration having been made in its limits 
during the year. The quantity under cultivation was al- 
so about the same — say twenty-two acres. Of this I have 
seeded down to grass, about six acres. I have also plowed 
most of the remaining sixteen acres, since harvesting the 
crops, and have broken up twelve or thirteen acres of 
grass land in addition, so that we shall have about thirty 
acres for cultivation another year. 


I have also prepared a large amount of compost dress* 
ing during the season, and have it in readiness lor use in 
the spring. A part of the land taken up this season is 
reclaimed meadow, and may prove too wet for successful 
cultivation, but as the crop of grass was yearly diminish- 
ing, I thought it the best way of renovating it. I think 
it may produce a good crop of potatoes or oats. 

During the dry weather in the summer, I cleaned out 
all the open ditches on the farm, and carted the debris ta- 
ken from them to the barn-yard, for making compost ma- 
nure, of which we have now a large quantity on hand, 
and of good quality. 

The great difficulty of procuring suitable help, lias pre- 
vented me from making some repairs much needed. The 
fences are mostly of wood — some of them have been 
standing for many years — and the posts have become de- 
cayed, and need replacing. As a matter of economy, this 
should not be delayed beyond another year. 


BUILDINGS. 

No additions or alterations have been made to any of 
the buildings during the year, except those hereafter men- 
tioned in connection with the Reform School. They have, 
however, been kept in good repair. I think it would be 
good economy, to either put a coat of paint, or oil over 
the barns and other buildings erected in 1862, in the 
course of the next season. It will also be necessary to 
rebuild the high fence, around the yard to the ea>t of the 
buildings, to which I alluded in my last report, which for 
the want of help I have been unable to do the present 
year. 
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CROPS. 

The grass crop has been about an average one. The fa- 
vorablc weather at the time of cutting enabled us to secure 
it in excellent condition. Potatoes, and vegetables intended 
for the early market, were badly injured by the severe 
drouth. This was the case likewise with winter rye, of 
which we had six acres, reducing the yield very materi- 
ally-. No wheat, oats or barley, were sown. Beans have 
not succeeded so well as formerly, and onions have prov- 
ed a total failure, owing probably to the above mentioned 
cause. Corn, late potatoes, and all other vegetables, ex- 
cept as above mentioned, have done well, although their 
growth during the first part of the season was very much 
retarded by the unprecedented dry weather. The straw- 
berries, of which 1 spoke in my last report, have exceed- 
ed 1113- most sanguine expectations, } r ielding this season 
eleveli hundred boxes of delicious fruit. 

In my last report I alluded to the failure of the currant 
crop. They have done no better this 3'ear, and I have 
commenced removing the bushes, as cumberers of the 
ground, considering them of no further value. 

The jdeld of apples was very light, but what we had 
were of excellent quality. Pears did finch', the Bart- 
ietts excelling all other varieties. 


HELP. 

But one man has been cmplcA'cd on the farm through 
the season. Only a small portion of the inmates have 
been able to labor. In former 3'ears there has been but 
little difficulty in procuring help from a class of persons 
in the city, who were willing to exchange their labor for 
the productions of the farm. This 3'ear it has been other- 
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wise, and I have been obliged to pay cash for most of the 
day labor we have employed. It has been equally diffi- 
cult to obtain the necessary female assistance during some 
portions of the year. The boys in the Reform School 
have rendered valuable assistance in securing the crops. 


FARMING TOOLS. 

Just at the close of the haying season, our mowing ma- 
chine failed us, and will need to be repaired, or a new one 
purchased before the next season commences. With this 
exception, the tools have been kept in good repair. A 
few new ones have been added, so that we are now very 
well supplied. 
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It will be seen by the following table, giving the quan- 
tity. and estimated value of each of the different produc- 
tions of the form the present season, that it exceeds that 
of last year, both in quantity and value.

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P A U P E R S . 

At the commencement of the present year, the whole 
numb'er of paupers in the Alms House, supported wholly 
or in part by the city, was thirty-seven. During the 3'ear 
thirty-four have been admitted, thirty-four discharged, and 
one has died — leaving the present number thirty-six. 

I consider it of the greatest importance, in an Institm 
tion like this, to look well after the sanitary condition of 
the inmates. This is best done by furnishing plenty of 
wholesome diet, and enforcing cleanliness and such mod- 
erate exercise as the age, constitution and condition of the 
person requires, and by prompt attention and care on the 
first appearance of disease. In the performance of these 
last named duties, I have been ably assisted by our land 
and humane physician, Dr. Allen, who has been ever 
prompt in the discharge of his official obligations to these 
unfortunate fellow beings. 

The following table shows the name, age, nativity, time 
of admittance and date of discharge, of such as have been 
inmates within the year, together with a summary of the 
present condition of those still remaining in the Insti- 
tution. 
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With regard to the health of the inmates, we hare been 
highly favored through the year. We have been free 
from epidemic or contagious disease, and although many 
of them are decriped with age, or suffering from com- 
plaints of long standing, yet it is seldom the case that any 
of them are unable to partake of their regular meals. But 
one death has occurred among the inmates since my last 
report; that was a female, aged sixty years, who had been 
long afflicted with insanity, which at length caused her 
death. 

The average number supported in the Alms House 
through the year was thirty-five and one-half. Of those 
now remaining fifteen are males and twenty-one are fe- 
males. Fourteen of the number are minors.

It will be seen by the above statement, that the whole 
expense of supporting the Alms House proper, not includ- 
ing interest on the establishment, is $2,879 21, and the 
average number of persons supported for the year, being 
thirty-five and one-half, it gives $67 02 per year, or $1 29 
per week, as the expense of supporting each of the in- 
mates. 


EEFORM SCHOOL. 

This Institution is in a flourishing condition, and the 
success which has hitherto attended it, continues, while 
its usefulness is every year more fully demonstrated. It 
is still under the care of that long tried, faithful and com- 
petent teacher, Win. A. Lang, whose devotion to his call- 
ing is not only unabated but seems to increase, as is man- 
ifested by the deep interest he takes in the moral training 
and physical well-being of all those placed under his care, 
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and also indicated by the marked improvement of the pu- 
pils. both hi acquiring knowledge and in their general de- 
portment. 

The only alterations made in the buildings or appurte- 
nances occupied by this branch of the Institution during 
the year, has been the re-modeling of the shop, or work- 
room, taking out the old wooden benches and substituting 
the necessary number of school chairs, and by re-arrang- 
ing them so as to afford more room, and at the same time 
adding much to the pleasantness and convenience of the 
apartment. Sixteen new chairs, which were very much 
needed, have been added to the school room. These im- 
provements have been mainly done by ourselves and have 
incurred but a trifling, expense. 

By an arrangement made between the Overseers of the 
Poor of Lowell and the authorities of the City of Chel- 
sea — said City having obtained the passage of a special 
Act of the Legislature for that purpose — eight boys have 
been sentenced by the Police Court of that City to our 
School, they paying a stipulated sum per week for each. 
I think the benefits resulting from this course have been 
reciprocal, and am not aware of any unfavourable results. 
The boys they send us are of a class very similar to those 
sentenced from our own Court. All of these boys have 
made good improvement for the time they have spent 
here, while all have evinced a desire to comply readily 
with the regulations of the School. Some of them are 
entitled to special commendation for their uniform good 
deportment, prompt attention to study and rapid advance- 
ment, and I sincerely hope the impressions they have re- 
ceived while here will favorably affect their future use- 
fulness and happiness. Three of these boys have been 
discharged by expiration of sentence, and five still remain 
under our care. Religious services have been held in the 


School-room on the Sabbath through the year, by the 
Chaplain, the Rev. Mr. Dean, or bv proxy. Such of the 
inmates of both departments, as are able, are required to 
attend. After the close of the services, the children as- 
semble in the same room, for Sabbath School instruction, 
in which they manifest a good degree of interest. Prayer 
meetings are also frequently held, under the direction of 
the teacher, in which they also manifest a livelv interest. 
The singing by the children is good, and adds a pleasing- 
feature to these exercises. 

On the whole, I think this school, in all the elements of 
useful progress, strict discipline, good deportment, atten- 
tion to stiuh', prompt recitations, and steady advancement 
in knowledge, will compare favourably with any public 
school, composed of the same class of pupils, in the City, 
and I earnestly desire that persons who feel an interest in 
the welfare of the rising generation, should visit it more 
frequently, and by their presence, at least, lend their aid 
and encouragement in effecting the thorough reformation 
of its members. 


The following table will show the name, age, offense, 
place of birth, when committed, by what authority, when 
discharged or pardoned, and general remarks on each of 
the pupils for the year.

Police 
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The whole number of sentenced boys in the school, 
January 1, 1864, was twenty-eight. Committed from 
Lowell, during the year, forty-seven. Discharged by ex- 
piration of sentence, pardoned, and absconded during the 
same time, thirty-nine, and one has died, leaving the num- 
ber remaining January 1, 1865, thirty-five, exclusive of 
the boys from Chelsea. 

Of the above, twenty-two were sentenced as habitual 
truants, fourteen for truancy, nineteen for larceny, nine 
for illegally driving off teams, two for assault and batter}', 
three for stealing fruit, three for breaking and entering, 
two as absentees from school, and one for stubbornness 
and disobedience to parents. 

Of those who have left, twenty -one were discharged on 
expiration of sentence, seven absconded, one died, and ten 
were pardoned by the proper authorities. The effect of 
pardoning boys sentenced to this institution, is, in my 
opinion, most pernicious not only to those receiving that 
clemency, but also to those who are not thus favored. The 
one is not reformed, and the other becomes demoralized 
and impatient. They are not unfrequently returned a 
second time, and then their reformation is almost hope- 
less. Vicious habits can be eradicated even from the 
young only by great care, and close application to some 
useful pursuit, and true and lasting reformation is only to 
be effected by strict, long continued and careful discipline. 
I feel warranted in saying that those are most benefitted 
who stay longest in the institution, without any hopes of 
pardon or release, except such as are founded on meritori- 
ous advancement. 

The average number of bovs sentenced to the school, 
and supported here, during the year, including those sen- 
tenced from the city of Chelsea, is twenty-six and one- 
half. 
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The whole number of punishments inflicted on the pu- 
pils during the year, was ninety-four, and for the follow- 
ing offences, viz : —

These punishments usually produce a very salutary 
effect. 

Two sessions of the school are held each day, of two 
hours duration each. The text books used are the same 
as last year, viz : First, Second and Third Reading Books, 
Bumsted’s series; Third Reading Book, Sargent’s standard 
series; Colburn’s First Lessons in Arithmetic; Greenleaf’s 
Common School Arithmetic; Colton and Fitch’s Introduce 
tory Geography, and Colton and Fitch’s Modern Geogra- 
phy, latest edition. 

It would afford me much pleasure to be able to report 
the present condition and prospects of all the boys who 
have been discharged from this institution since mv con- 
nection with it, but this is impossible. Many I know 
have enlisted in the army and arc now serving tlieir coun- 
try in the field; others are engaged in business, and filling 
places of trust and usefulness. Some of this class frequent- 
ly visit us when they come to the city, and express their 
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gratitude for the benefits the}' received while under our 
care. There is still another class, I regret to say, who 
have apparently received but little permanent benefit from 
their sojourn here, and bid fair to remain useless members 
of society. But, on the whole, I think we have good en- 
couragement to persevere in our endeavors to reclaim and 
benefit this unfortunate class of our fellow citizens. 

EXPENSE. 

The total expense of this department, including the 
board and clothing of the pupils, the salary of the teacher, 
books, fuel and lights, bedding, and every other item con- 
nected with maintaining the same, except the interest on 
the establishment, for the year, according to the best esti- 
mate I have been enabled to make, has been $2,079 20. 
From this amount I deduct $300.00 (charged to pauper 
account) as the earnings of the boys for the year, making 
the actual expense of supporting the school, $1,779 20, 
c r, $67.14 per year — equal to $1.29 per week for each per- 
son so supported. 

CONCLUSION. 

In no section of our Commonwealth is more careful and 
generous provision made for the comfort and support of 
the poor and needy than in the city of Lowell. Those 
whose duty it has been to look after their welfare and pro- 
vide for their support the past year, have manifested a 
spirit of humanity and liberality in the discharge of their 
respective duties highly commendable, while their prompt- 
ness has contributed much to lessen my own cares and res- 
ponsibilities, and in closing my official labors for the year, 
I desire to express to them individually my sincere thanks.

To the City Council : — 

Gentlemen : — In compliance with chap. 9, sect. T. of 
the City Ordinances, I herewith submit a Report of the 
Mortality in Lowell for the year 1864 : 

The whole number of deaths dnriug the year was 633, 
— a less number than in any year for ten years, with the 
exception of 1858, when they were 626. In 1S54, the 
number was S34, — 201 more than in 1864 ; and in 1S63. 
they were 695, — 62 more than in 1864. But as the popu- 
lation of Lowell lias been diminishin jr for several rears, the 

O » 

diminution of deaths would follow, unless there was some 
special sickness. Of the 633 deaths in 1S64, 293 were 
males and 340 were females, a disproportion not so large as 
was found between the sexes, according to the last census 
of Lowell. There have been twenty-one deaths of soldiers 
here, besides those that have died abroad. 

There has been no unusual sickness or mortality in the 
city the past year. The Measles and Scarlet Fever are the 
only epidemics that have prevailed to any extent, and these 
in a mild form. In the early part of the year, there were a 
few cases of Small-pox and Varioloid. This disease was 
brought here, in most instances, by soldiers, and was easily 
kept in check by vaccination. Only two or three deaths 
arose from this cause. That there was no epidemic or pre- 
vailing disease, the monthly report — showing unusual equal- 
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itj' — is strong proof. The monthly returns of deaths, for 
1864; is as follows: — January, 52; February; 44; March, 
60 ; April; 62 ; May, 54 ; June; 48 ; July; 56 ; August; 79 ; 
September; 47 ; October; 44 ; November, 49; and December, 

37 : Average each month, fifty -two and three-fourths.

Consumption , as a matter of course, takes the lead in 
mortality, the number being 154, making almost one-fourth 
of the whole number of deaths for the year. This propor- 
tion varies in different years and places. In some cities and 
towns, the mortality from consumption varies from one-sixth 
to one-fourth of all the deaths. There are many cases 
reported as consumption which probably should come under 
some other disease. For instance, children from 2 to 5 years 
of age, who rarely ever have genuine consumption ; and 
then in case of some aged persons where no physician 
attends, the term consumption is improperly applied. The 
number of males dying with consumption, 64, in proportion 
to females, 89. corresponds very nearly with former years, 
except a slight increase of males. Several cases of con- 
sumption occurred from exposure in the Army and Navy, 
which may account for this increase. 

There is one singular fact exhibited in the report, viz. : 
the deaths from consumption are distributed nearly equally 
through every month in the year, which does not correspond 
with the general impression, or reports frequently made upon 
the subject. 

Inflamation of the Lungs is reported as the cause of the 
next largest number of deaths, 37, and if we add those 
reported from Congestion cf the Lungs — which is one stage 
of the disease — it makes 47. Most of these deaths occurred 
early in the year — the extreme cold weather of last winter 
and the sudden changes extending late into the spring, were 
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extremely unfavorable both to diseases of the lungs and the 
throat. 

Diptheria comes third in number (34), and it is only the 
fourth year since the term was first introduced into the mor- 
tuary record. The history and laws of this disease are 
peculiar. Lowell has suffered less from it than many other 
places. The deaths here have occurred in every month, and 
been scattered in almost as many localities and families as 
there were number of deaths. In only two instances did 
more than one death occur in the same family. The age of 
its subjects has generally been under 10 ; from 2 to 5 seems 
the most liable age. There were two deaths of adults, but 
other complaints were complicated with diptheria in their 
cases. Of the 84 deceased with diptheria, 17, just one-half, 
were males. 

Fourth on the list is Cholera Infantum, 31 deaths. This 
is less* than the average for ten years past. The disease 
prevails almost exclusively in hot weather, and with children 
under three years of age. The greatest mortality is of 
infants under one year of age. 

Infantile comes in the fifth rank (27), which is much 
less than any previous jrnar; the average number under 
this head for ten years has been 46. 

Old Age comes as the sixth cause (25), which is a 
larger number than for any previous year. There were 50 
deaths last year of persons over 70 years of age; 30 from 
70 to 80; 19 from 80 to 90, and one 95 years of age; 26 
of the 50 were males, and 24 were females ; 81 were Amer- 
ican, and 19 were of foreign origin. 
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The next largest number in order is Measles (24), and 
then Scarlet Fever (IT). These are smaller numbers than 
have been generally reported in former years for these dis- 
eases. The mortality here is also small, considering the 
extent to 'which both measles and scarlet fever prevailed 
during the year. 

There were only eleven deaths from Dysentery, which 
some years has numbered over a hundred victims. 

The number of deaths from Casualties (14), is much 
less than most years. The number of Still-born reported 
was only 13. 

There have been only two deaths at the Almshouse 
during the year — one who had been deranged a long time, 
and for many years confined in the Worcester Lunatic Hos- 
pital, but was returned to our Almshouse a year or more 
since — and the other death was that of a boy in the Reform 
School, from typhoid fever. This was the first death that 
has occurred in this school since its establishment fifteen 
years ago. Neither has there ever been much sickness in 
this school, showing a remarkable state of health. Our 
Almshouse has also been favored with unusual health the 
past year. There has been scarcely any sickness among its 
inmates, except chronic complaints. 

No death has been reported the past year connected 
with the Jail or Corporation Hospital. 

The bill of mortality is considerably increased by reason 
of the war. The report gives for 1864, 21 deaths of ‘•'sol- 
diers,” — some from the effects of wounds, but mostly from 
chronic diarrhoea and disease of the lun^s. There are sev- 
eral other cases of death — not reported as cc soldiers/' — the 
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exciting, if not the principal cause of their disease having 
originated from exposure in the army. It is safe to state 
that there were 25 deaths last year in the city occasioned 
directly by the war. The number from Lowell killed in 
battle, or dying from wounds or diseases in the camp or in 
hospitals, in 1864, will probably equal, if not exceed that 
number. And the mortality record will not close with the 
war. The seeds have thus been sown in many constitutions 
which in process of time will germinate into various dis- 
eases which will prove fatal. 

The occupations, as far as reported, were as follows : — 
Housekeepers and Housewives, 112; Domestics, 52; La- 
borers, 46 ; Operatives, 32 ; Soldiers, 21 ; Machinists, 12 ; 
Dressmakers, 11 ; Carpenters, 10 ; Clerks and Yeomen, 7 
each ; Manufacturers, 5 ; Doctors, Teachers, Mechanics and 
Shopkeepers, 4 each ; Clergymen, Dentists, Engravers and 
Housewrights, 2 each ; Butcher, Blacksmith, Elour-dealer, 
Eish-dealer, Tailor, Printer, Play Actor, Wood-dealer, Stone- 
mason, Agent and Trader, 1 each, and 280 reported as hav- 
ing “ no occupation.” Nearly all these were cases of children. 

The interments during the year were as follows : — 86 
were carried out of the city for interment, 81 were buried 
in the Cemetery, 282 in the Catholic grounds, and the 
remainder in the other burial-grounds of the city.

To the City Council: 


Gentlemen : — In accordance with the requirements of an 
Ordinance of the City, making it the duty of the Super- 
intendent of Streets to report to the City Council the con- 
dition of the Streets of the City, and of his doings through 
the year, I respectfully submit the following report:

A small amount is due this appropriation for labor, 
street scrapings, coal, brick, &c> 

There has been a large amount expended for repairs on 
Streets, during the present year, rendered necessary by 
the heavy rains in the spring, which left them in such a 
bad condition that it required two months constant labor 
to put them in good condition again. The largest expen- 
diture required on any one Street, was on Chelmsford 
Street, where the old bank required to be taken down, and 
to be re-laid, requiring about 220 perch of new stone, and 
which has been done in a substantial manner, at a cost 
of $1,588 80. A Culvert has been laid across Varnum 
Street; also, a brick one, across Middlesex Street, at its 
intersection with Wilder Street. 

A part of Worthen Street, and a part of Linden Street, 
are the only streets that have been laid out and accepted 
by the City during the present }~ear. 
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The various Bridges of the City are in good repair, and 
will require but a small expenditure during the coming 
year. During the year the following amounts have been 
expended on the various Bridges :

Nine hundred and eleven dollars and seventy-four cents, 
one half of the amount expended on Pawtucket Bridge, 
has been re-imbursed to the City, by the Town of Dracut, 
making the actual expenditure for Bridges, $1,1G9 G3. 

There have been no Sidewalks ordered tins year, and 
but few laid. The sidewalk in front of the Plamilton 
Block, on the South side of Appleton Street has been re- 
laid; a small portion has been laid on the South side of 
Middlesex Street ; the West side of Fletcher Street ; 
West side of Willie Street; South side of Butterfield St.; 
East side of School, and South side of Merrimack Street. 
But few Street crossings have been laid this year. The 
amount expended for repairs of sidewalks during the year, 
was $418 47. 

There has been but $220 27 expended for Sewers and 
Drains this year, which has been expended principally for 
repairs and for putting in Sesspools on Third, Bridge, Cen- 
tral, Tyler, Worthen and Middlesex Streets. 

During the present year I have caused the gutters of 
parts of the following streets to be paved — with the num- 
ber of yards paved in each:

Which cost $1,358 53, and I would recommend that the 
work be continued, as the streets can be kept in much bet- 
ter repair, as it prevents the washing and the gullying of 
them out every spring. 

I have had the Stone Crusher in operation sixty-four 
and one-half days, crushing in that time 1892 loads of 
stone, ready to be put upon the streets, being an average 
of 29 loads per day, to accomplish which, 11 tons of coal 
have been consumed, the principal part of which has been 
put upon the following streets, at an average thickness of 
ten inches:

Making a total of 23,793 yards, at a total cost of $3,421.- 
84, and the remainder has been distributed in small quan- 
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tities upon the various streets. I have not fully comple- 
ted Middlesex Street, which will require about 5000 yards 
more than what has already been put upon it. A part of 
School Street, and also a part of Thorndike Street, have 
been McAdamized with stone chips, obtained from the 
stone yard and ledges ; the latter will require about as 
much more done as what has been already done to it. I 
have not been able to keep the Crusher in operation as 
much this year as I should have liked to have done, owing 
to the large amount of repairs required in the spring, 
agreeable to my recommendation of last year. There has 
been purchased a heavy stone Roller, weighing four tons, 
at a cost of $126.00, which is used for rolling down the 
stone chips, after they have been put upon the streets, and 
which leaves them in a great deal better condition to trav- 
el upon than they were previously left. The Proprietors 
of Locks and Canals gave the City leave to use all the 
stone that they should require for the Crusher, for the 
term of one year. That time has expired, and some new 
arrangement will have to be made in relation to obtain- 
ing what stone may be required during the next year.

By the new Ordinances, which went into effect on the 
1st of November, 1863, the office of Superintendent of 
Street Lamps was abolished, and the duties of that officer 
were assigned to the Superintendent of Streets; but, un- 
der the direction of the Committee on ’ Lighting, Mr. 
Arthur McAloon continued to have the care of the lamps 
until the first of the present year. Entering upon that 
duty January 1st, 1864, I found two hundred and twenty 
gas lamps and sixty-five oil lamps. 

During the. year six new lamps have been added, and 
located as follows : — One on Fenwick street near St. Pat- 
rick’s Church ; one in front of Wm. E. Livingston’s ; one 
in front of Sidney Spalding’s premises on Middlesex Street; 
one on First Street in front of U. S. Gage’s house ; one on 
Lawrence Street near Stott’s Mill, and one on Andover 
Street near II. B. Shattuck’s house, and which is to be 
taken care of by Mr. Shattuck. 

The following changes have been made from oil lamps 
to gas : — Three on Middlesex Street, as follows : one near 
the residence of C. H. Wilder, one at the intersection of 
Middlesex and Branch Streets, and one at the corner of 
Middlesex and Walker Streets ; one on Tenth Street at 
the head of Myrtle Street, and one at the corner of John 
and Paige Streets. 
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One gas light was ordered on East Merrimack Street, 
opposite the City Hotel stable, December 23d, 1804, that 
has not yet been fitted up. 

The following changes in the locations have been made : 
The one that was on the comer of Wamesit and Lawrence 
Streets, has been removed to the East side of Lawrence 
Street ; and the one on the corner of Merrimack and John 
Streets to the South side of Merrimack Street, opposite 
John Street. 

The repairs during the year have been as follows : — 
One post for oil lamp on the corner of George and Wil- 
liams Street; one on the South side of Oak Street, oppo- 
site Clay Street ; and one on the corner of Cross and 
Fletcher Streets, have been replaced. Six hundred and 
seventy panes of glass have been set in the various lan- 
terns. I have also purchased ten new gas lanterns, and 
eighteen new lava tips. 

By using the combination oil it became necessary to 
change the tubes of the oil lamps. I accordingly had one 
hundred and twenty-six lamps fitted with Hibbard’s Pa- 
tent Tubes, and I think it has proved a saving in oil, be- 
sides giving a much better light. 

The average number of nights per month the lamps have 
been required to be lighted during the past year has been 
eighteen. The gas lamps have been kept burning during 
the year two hundred and seventy-four thousand, nine 
hundred and sixty hours, at a cost of three thousand sev- 
enty-eight dollars and sixty-four cents. Since the first of 
August the Gas Company have charged one and one-fourth 
cents per hour for each burner ; previously they charged 
but one cent per hour. 

The oil lamps have consumed five hundred and fifty- 
two and one-fourth gallons of combination oil, at a cost of 
five hundred thirty-two dollars and sixty-five cents. I 
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have bought during the year three gallons of Alcohol, and 
nine gross of Matches, of which I have four and one-half 
gross left. 

The number of gas lamps now in use is two hundred 
and thirty-fom ; the number of oil lamps is sixty, making 
the total number of lamps two hundred and ninety-four ; 
of the above number the Police light one hundred and six- 
ty-one, which are in the central part of the City. I em- 
ploy one man besides three boys to assist during the nights 
of lighting up. The expense for lighting and cleaning the 
lamps during the year was live hundred and forty-five 
dollars and ninety cents, and for horse-keeping one hun- 
dred and forty-eight dollars ; total, six hundred and nine- 
ty-three dollars and ninety cents. 

Many of the oil lanterns are badly rusted and should be 
replaced with new ones, and most of the gas lanterns will 
need re-painting during the next year. 

The value of the property in this department under my 
care January 1st, I860, consisting of all the Street lamps 
and tools for making repairs on the same, is $3,647 16

Gentlemen /—In compliance with, an Ordinance requir- 
ing the “ Superintendent of Public Buildings to report an- 
nually, in the month of January, the condition of the 
buildings belonging to the city, and the expenditures 
thereon,” I hereby submit the following Report : 


PUBLIC BUILDINGS. 

The amount credited to the repairs of Public Buildings, 

for the past year, was $1,710 95 

The amount expended, was 1,368 00 

Balance unexpended, $ 342 95 

Of this amount, the greater part was expended on Hun- 
tington Hall and Government Building, the remainder 
was for incidental expenses, on the Market House aijd the 
several Ward Rooms, which are classed under this head. 

I would call your attention to the roof of Huntington 
Hall, which, during the winter months when covered with 
snow, and if followed by a heavy rain, leaks very badly, 
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and I would suggest that some means he devised whereby 
this defect may be remedied. I would also suggest, that 
the ceilings be whitened and the walls colored in the sev- 
eral offices of the Government Building, as they have be- 
come very much discolored in many places. With these 
exceptions the buildings referred to are in good condition. 

SCHOOL HOUSES. 

The amount expended on the buildings belonging to 
this department, the past year, has not been 
large. The amount credited to this depart- 
ment the past year, was $4,486 04 

The amount expended, was 3,681 61 

Balance on hand, $ 80^ 43 

Much the largest expenditure in this department has 
been in consequence of placing a steam-heating apparatus 
in the Edson school-house, in place of the former defec- 
tive system of heating by furnaces. For years past this 
house (owing in part to its locality) has been one of the 
worst houses in the city to heat, and the schools have 
been under the necessity of dismissing many times during 
the winter term, but under the present arrangement, I 
think there will be no necessity for it hereafter ; on the 
whole, it answers our most sanguine expectations. 

Our school houses are now all heated by steam, with 
the exception of the Bartlett and Varnum schools, and I 
would suggest that the same arrangement be introduced 
in one or both the buildings occupied by these schools, the 
present year, if the present high prices of labor and ma- 
terial should not be considered too serious an objection. 
The buildings occupied by our Grammar schools are now 
in very good condition, all of them having within the past 
nine years, been altered to accommodate schools on the 
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graded system, at which time they were all thoroughly 
repaired throughout. 

I would call your attention to the interior of the High 
School, which is very much out of repair. It should he 
painted and grained throughout, nothing having been 
done for a long period of time. It is not in near as good 
condition as our Grammar School Houses, they all having 
been repaired within a few 3'ears. The desks in the male 
department of the building, have become very much de- 
faced, and should be replaced with new ones of more 
modern pattern. I would also call your attention to the 
fence enclosing the yard of the male department, fronting 
on Kirk street, which has become very much decayed, 
and will need to be rebuilt the present season, and as it is 
in contemplation to remove the iron fence which encloses 
the park at the junction of Merrimack and Moody streets, 
to give place to another of a different stj’le, allow me to 
suggest that it be used to enclose the grounds occupied by 
the High School. 


PRIMARY SCHOOL HOUSES. 

No large expenditures have been made on our Primary 
school houses the past year, except for incidental expen- 
ses, which will necessarily occur every year. There are 
several of the primary school houses which very much 
need painting externally, which I trust will receive your 
attention. With these exceptions our primaries are in 
good condition. During the past year several of our pri- 
mary schools have been furnished with the modern chairs 
and desks, and there are now only three to be supplied, 
which will be furnished with them during the present 
year. 
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ENGINE HOUSES. 


The amount expended on Engine Houses the past year, 
has been larger than for several years past. The largest 
expenditure has been on the house of Steamer No. 2, on 
Middlesex street. The house was formerly built for a 
hand engine, and was found to be altogether too small for 
a steam fire engine, and during the past year there has 
been an addition made to the building of ten feet, thus 
making it one of the best houses in the city, and it is now 
in very good condition, There have also been new floors of 
brick and cement laid in engine houses Nos. 1 and 10, the 
past year. The old floors, being of wood, had become so 
much decayed that they were not considered safe. Pumps 
have also been placed in No. 1 engine house, and in the 
house occupied by Ocean Hose Company. I am happy to 
state, that the buildings belonging to this department, are 
all in very good condition.

The parents of 375 children were of foreign birth. The 
fathers of 370 were born in foreign countries. The fath- 
ers of 286 were born in the United States. The mothers 
of 363 were born in foreign countries. The mothers of 
293 were born in the United States. 

The usual care has been taken to obtain full returns of 
the births in each year, but after careful examination I 
have been led to believe that many errors exist in the 
present manner of registration. In obtaining the infor- 
mation required, it has been the custom in this city for 
the City Clerk, by authorized agents, to make enquiries 
from house to house concerning the children born since 
the last previous inquiries were made, but constant chan- 
ges, removals to and from the city, and the inaccuracy of 
the facts required, as given by many of the parents, has 
demonstrated that this source of information cannot with 
certainty be depended on. 

In order to secure a more perfect registration of births, 
I petitioned the General Court of Massachusetts, in Janu- 
ary last, for the passage of a law making it incumbent on 
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physicians to return to the several city or town clerks on 
or before the tenth day of each month, a correct list of 
the births of all children born during the month next pre- 
ceding, at which such physician was present. I have good 
reason to believe that such a law will be enacted. The 
character of the members of the medical profession, and 
the interest which they are led by their pursuits to take 
in information of this nature, authorize the confident be- 
lief that they will afford their ready and important co- 
operation in rendering the registration of births as com- 
plete as possible. 


MARRIAGES. 

The whole number of Intentions of Marriage recorded, 
and certificates issued, was 331, being an increase of 41 
from the certificates issued in 1863. The whole number 
of marriages solemnized in Lowell was 334, .exclusive of 
19, which were recorded in this office, although the mar- 
riage was solemnized elsewhere.

From December 1st, 18G3, to January 12tli, 18G4, — 

1165 Loads of Wood, measuring 1268® cords,

5406 Loads of Wood, measuring 538GJ cords, 

168 “ Manure, “ 148g “ 

50 “ Waste, “ 69 “ 

The fees received for measuring the same were three 
hundred fifty-eight dollars and forty-four cents, ($358 44). 

The aggregate amount of fees received for weighing and 
measuring, was ten hundred twenty-seven dollars and 
seven cents, ($1027 07), all of which has been paid into 
the City treasury. 

The greatest number of loads of wood measured in one 
day was seventy ; the greatest number measured in one 
week, was two hundred and ninety-three. The largest 
number of loads weighed in one day, was thirty-one ; in 
one week, was one hundred and twenty-eight. 

By a revision of the ordinances in 1863, the fee for 
measuring wood was reduced from six to five cents. This, 
I am informed, became necessary as a matter of conven- 
ience (in the absence of change) to conform to the small- 
est denomination of postal currency ; but notwithstanding 
this reduction of the fee, the office continues to be more 
than self-supporting. The receipts for measuring wood 
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would be somewhat increased if all the wood brought into 
the city and sold, was compelled to be driven to the Wood 
Stand for measurement. Much of the wood drawn into 
the city, coming over Pawtucket Bridge and sold in the 
Western part of the city, is sold under the measurement 
of the Surveyor of Dracut. 

There have been three prosecutions for violation of the 
City Ordinance ; in each case the guilty party was con- 
victed and punished.

To ihe Honorable Mayor and Aldermen : 

Gentlemen : Id conformity with Chapter 13, Section 3d, of the Ordi- 
nances of the City, I herewith submit a Eeport of the condition of the 
Eire Department, containing a. list of its members, with their names, ages, 
Residences and occupations : also, the apparatus under their charge and its 
condition ; the number of fires and alarms during the past year, and the 
number of reservoirs and hydrants from which water can be obtained in 
case of fire ; together with such other matters pertaining to the Depart- 
ment as may be of interst to your Honorable Board and to our citizens 
generally. 

The Houses used for the purposes of the Department are all in good 
condition. 

The Department has been called out by fires during the year ending 
March 31, 1865, thirty-two times : by false alarms, three times ; by alarms 
originating out of the city, three times. The amount of loss by fire, as 
nearly as can be ascertained, is 8 1 96,437. Insurance, 807.313. 

The changes in the Department have been about the same, during the 
past year, as the two preceding years. Having been connected with the 
Lowell Fire Department about twenty-five years, I shall, at the expiration 
of the year, retire from the Department, and in making this, my last re- 
port, I would offer to your Honorable Board a few suggestions, or recom- 
mendations. 

I would recommend that a new steam fire engine be added to the De- 
partment. I also would recommend, that a new hose carriage be added to 
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Steam Engine Company No. 3, in plaee of the one now being used. The 
one now being used, in my judgment, is not reliable to run to fires, and 
would suggest, that, in case a new carriage is purchased, that the wheels 
be high enough to have a straight axletree. 

I would also recommend that the hose carriage now being used with 
Steamer No. 3, be put for reserve in a suitable plaee, and be filled with 
hose, ready for use at any time. 

All of whieh is respectfully submitted.

FIRES DURING THE YEAR, 


Commencing April 1 st, 1864, and ending April l$f, ISO 5. 


April 3, 1864, 4 P. M . — Eire was discovered in a two-story house. Sum- 
mer street, owned by Thomas Saunders of Boston. Damage trifling. 

April 5, 1864, 2.30 P. M . — Eire was discovered in the picker room of 
the Hamilton company. Considerable damage done by water. This 
company is connected with the Corporation Mutual Insurance Com- 
pany. Loss about $1,000. Fully insured. 
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April 20, 1SG4, 2 A. M . — Destructive fire at the Wamesit Mills. The 
fire was discovered on the lower ‘floor of the apartment of the shop 
occupied by M. C. Pratt for a planing and moulding shop. The see- 
ond story was occupied by George Crosby, wood-turner. Mr. Crosby’s 
loss was about $2,000. Insured in the Phoenix Company, Hartford, 
Ct., for $550. Mr. Pratt’s loss is estimated at $10,000, on which 
was insured $2,800 in the following offiees: St. Nicholas, $1,000; 
Conway, $300; Old Colony, $1,500; Suffolk, $500. D. S. Kimball 
oceupied the third story — manufacturer of card sereens. His loss is 
about $2,000. Xo insurance. Isaae Plaee, manufacturer of doors 
and sash, in the next apartment. Loss is about $4,500. Insured 
for $2,000. $1000 in the Prescott Company, Boston, and $1,000 in 

a branch ofiiee, in London. Seven hundred and fifty doors, ready for 
delivery, were destroyed. Josiah G. Peabody, manufacturer of doors 
and sash, in the same building ; his loss was about $1,000. Insur- 
ed for $1,000 in the Traders & Mechanics’ of this city. X. B. Fa- 
vor & Son, manufacturers of doors and sash, also in the same build- 
ing; their loss is estimated to be about $12,000. Insured for $3,000 
in the following offiees : Suffolk Company, $500 ; Dorchester, $100 ; 
Pioyal, $1,000; Prescott Fire Marine, $1,100. The loss of Parker 
& Xichols, bobbin manufacturers, probably will not exceed $200 ; 
their loss is in delay and moving machinery. The fire extended 
aeross the street to the Lowell Foundry, owned by the Lowell & 
Xashua Pmilroad Company. The main building was some damaged 
on the roof. The Foundry was leased to Messrs. Cole & Xiehols ; 
they had a new pattern-shop destroyed. Their loss is $3,000. Xo 
insurance. Between the mills and the railroad track were several 
store houses, for lumber, whieh were totally destroyed, and a consid- 
erable amount of lumber. The workmen employed in the mill lost 
nearly all of their tools. "Whole loss about $40,000. Insurance about 
$0,500. The origin of the fire is not positively known. 

May 23, 18G4, 2 P. M . — An alarm of fire was occasioned by the 
burning of a two-story house, ealled the Pavilion. The house was 
situated in Chelmsford. Whole department called out. 

May 23, 1SG4, 8.45, P. M . — Fire was discovered in a small stable, rear 
of the Mcrrimaek House, owned by Major H. Emery. Loss $7,500. 
Fully insured in the Firemen’s office, Boston. 

May 2$, 18G4, 10 P. M . — Fire was discovered in a large two-story house 
on Pawtueket street, owned by Jonathan Bowers. The house was un- 
occupied, and the fire was undoubtedly the work of an incendiary. 


No insurance on the building. Loss about §G50. At this fire a fa- 
tal accident occurred. Air. Francis L. Waite, a member of I look and 
Ladder Company, was killed by the falling of a stick of timber. 

June 11, 1SG4, 1L45 F. M. — Fire was discovered in a stable on Howard 
street, owned by John B. Berry. The fire spread to a large three- 
story wooden tenement building, on the corner of Middlesex and 
Howard streets, owned by A. C. AYheelock. The building was bad- 
ly damaged by fire ,* also, a house on Howard street owned by Aldcn 
llichardson, was partially burnt on one side. C. 1\ Barclay’s car- 
penter’s shop, west of Wlieelock’s building, was somewhat damaged ; 
also, a small lot of lumber in the rear was destroyed. Air. Perry's 
loss is about §1,000. Insured for §300 in the Home Company, X. Y. 
Air. AYheelock’s loss is about §700. Insured for §G00 in the Chel- 
sea Company. Air. lliehardson’ s loss is §300. Insured for §600 in 
the Traders & Alcehanics’ of this city. Air. Barclay’s loss was §1.30. 
Insured partially in the Traders & Alcehanics’, who settled by pay- 
ing §88. The fire was undoubtedly the work of an incendiary. 

July 1, 18G4, 10 F. M . — An alarm of fire was caused by the ignition of 
a barrel of waste matter, in the cellar of C. B. Coburn’s Paint and 
Oil store, Alcehanics’ Building, Dutton street. Damage trifling. 

July 8, 1864, 9.15 P. A/. “An alarm of fire was caused by the burning 
of a chimney in the Tyng building, Aliddlcscx St. Damage trifling. 

July 17, 1SG4, 12 M. — Destructive fire at Ayer’s City. About 12 AL, 
fire was discovered issuing from the bark-grinding room of the Tan- 
nery, owned by Aloses Durrcll of Boston. The Tannery and buildings 
connected with it were also owned by him, and were totally- destroyed, 
besides a considerable amount of stock. Air. Durrcll’ s loss is estima- 
ted to be about §50,000, on which there was an insurance of §27,000 
in the following offices. In Bogcr AYilliams, "Washington, and Aler- 
chants, Providence, §2.000 each; Elliott, Prescott, New England, 
Shoe & Leather of Boston, §3,000 each ; Boot and Shoe Office, 
§4,000 ; National and Suffolk of Boston, §2,000 each ; Liverpool 
and London, §2,000. The fire also exteuded to the Tannery 
buildings of E. A. Bridge & Co. of Boston, and most of them were to- 
tally destroyed. Two dwelling houses, belonging to E. A. Bridge, 
were totally destroyed. Their loss is estimated to be about §90,000. 
Insured for §45,000 in the following offices: Security, Suffolk, Colum- 
bia and Alliance, §5,000 each ; Boyal, §4,000 ; Dorchester and Con- 
way, §3,000 each ; Thames, 'Washington of Providence, Albany, 
Prescott, Hampden and Old Colony, §2,500 each. The fire extended 
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to ?d. M. Bohonon’s store, which, was partially burned. His loss is 
about $300. bully insured in the Hampden and Quiney offices. 
A building owned by I). S. Sc W. A. llichardson, and oeeupicd by 
Hubbard & Blake, took fire but was not muck damaged. The buil- 
ding was insured in the Traders & Mechanics’ of this eity. The 
loss to Hubbard Sc Blake was trifling, as they were fully insured. 

August 11, 1864, IIP 31 — An alarm of Arc was caused by a slight fire 
upon the roof of a house on Lowell, near Jefferson St. Damage slight. 

August 27, 1SG4, 7 A. 31. — A partial alarm of fire — eause not known. 

August 29, 1S64, G.20 P. 31. — Fire was discovered in a small barn own- 
ed by Arthur MeAloon, rear of Liver street. The barn was totally 
destroyed together with most of its contents. Loss $250. No in- 
surance. 

August 30, 1SG4, 12 31. — 'There was an alarm of fire oeeasioncd*by the 
roof of a building taking fire in Lagrange Court. No damage. 

August 30, 1SG4, 3.30 P. 31. — There was a partial alarm of fire occa- 
sioned by the burning of brush, supposed to be in Tyngsborougk. 

September 19, 1SG4, 11.30 A. 31. — An alarm of fire was caused by the 
partial burning of a story-and-a-kalf house on Cedar street, owned 
and occupied by Barney Gannon. Loss $250. No insurance. 

September 20, 1SG4, 7 P. 31. — A partial alarm of fire — eause not known. 

October 6, 1SG4, S P. 31. — An alarm of fire was caused by a slight fire 
in Patrick O’Connell’s Blacksmith Shop, Middle street. Damage 
trifling. 

October 12, 1SG4, 9 A. 31. — An alarm of fire wms caused by the burning 
of a small barn on Cedar street. The barn belonged to Patrick Baf- 
ferty and Barney Ganuon. There were about two tons of hay des- 
troyed. Loss $75. No insurance. 

October 12, 1SG4. — False alarm. 

October 21, 1SG4, 9 P. 31 — Destructive fire in Dracut. The Merrimaek 
Woolen Mills were totally destroyed. The whole department went 
over, and the most of it did serviee. 

October 2G, 1SG4, G A 31 — Fire was discovered in the basement of a 
house on Fenwiek street, owned by the MeDermott heirs. Damage 
trifling. 

November 4, 1864, 11.30 P. 31 — Fire was discovered in Warren Aklriek’s 
Machine Shop on Jackson street. The principal part of the roof 
was destroyed. The most part of the machinery and stock was in 
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the two lower rooms, and the principal damage was by water and 
stoppage of the works. Loss about §2,000. No insurance. The 
probability is, that the fire took from the engine room. 

January 5, 1865, 12 M. — An alarm of fire was occasioned by the partial 
burning of a building, cor. of Maiden Lane and Merrimack street, 
owned by Timothy Bascomb. Insured for §500 in the Traders A 
Mechanics’ of this city. Loss, §287. 

January 7, 1865, 6 P. 31. — A partial alarm of fire was occasioned by the 
burning of a chimney on Appleton street. 

January 23, 1865, 3 P. 31. — Fire was discovered in a small cottage house 
in John street Avenue, owned by Avery Marshall and occupied by 
Irish families. The house was insured for §300 in the Lowell Mu- 
tual Fire Insurance Company of this city. Loss about §50,00. The 
origin of the fire is not known. 

January 25, 1865, 3 P. 31. — A partial alarm of fire was occasioned by 
the burning of a chimney on William street. There was no general 
alarm. 

February 2, 1865, 7.30 P 31. — Fire was discovered in a two-story wood- 
en building on Pond street, owned by the heirs of Paul B. George. 
Insured in the People’s Mutual Company of Worcester, for §600. 
Loss, about §1,00. 

February 3, 1865, 6 P. 31 . — Fire was discovered in the cellar of store 
No. 30, Central street, occupied by B. Hodgman & Co., Furnishing 
Store. The fire took from the furnace and passed under the ceiling 
of the cellar. The building was owned by Thomas Gerrish and was 
insured in the Howard Insurance Company of this city, for §3,700. 
Loss §100. Hodgman & Co. were insured in the Traders & Mechan- 
ics’ of this city, for §4,000. Loss §150. 

February 4, 1865, 12 31. — Fire was discovered in the cellar of store No. 
26, Central street, occupied by George Bipley & Co. Damage tri- 
fling. The origin of the fire is not known. 

February 29, 1865, HP. 31. — Fire was discovered in rear of the Merri- 
mack Saloon on Dutton street, which building is attached to the 
Merrimack House. Most of the building was destroyed, only the 
walls and a few timbers being left. From this building the fire ex- 
tended to Merrimack Hall, which was entirely destroyed ; from this, 
the fire extended to the roof of the wing of the main house on Dut- 
ton street, which was partially burnt. Most of the valuable furni- 
ture was removed. The main house, on Merrimack street, was not 
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damaged by fire. The Merrimack House belongs to Major H. Em- 
ery. His loss is estimated to be about §3,S50 above the insurance. 
The house, furniture and fixings, were insured for §14,500, in the 
following offices: Mechanics & Traders’ of this city, §3,750; How- 
ard of this city, §3,750 ; yEtna and Hartford, §2,500 each, both of 
Hartford, Ct., and the North America, also of Hartford, §2,000. The 
origin of the fire is not certainly known. While this fire was raging 
another alarm was sounded, fire being discovered in an old counting 
room on Ames street, which was speedily extinguished. No damage. 

March 4, 1865, S P. M . — Fire was discovered in a two-story house, un- 
occupied, on Keene street, belonging to Hon. John Nesmith. The 
house was insured in the Traders & Mechanics’ of this city, for 
§500. Loss about §400. The fire was undoubtedly the work of an 
incendiary. 

March 12, 1865. — There were three alarms of fire: one on G-orham street 
one in the Hadley Block, Lowell street, and one on Dummer street, all 
caused by the burning of chimnies. 

March 16, 1865, 3 A. M . — Fire was discovered in a barn belonging to 
Paul Perkins, situated on Tenth street, Centralville. The barn was 
totally destroyed ; also, four cows, five tons of hay and farming tools, 
belonging to Mr. Perkins, were destroyed. Mr. Perkins was insured 
in the Traders & Mechanics’ of this city, for §2,400. Loss about 
§1,000 above insurance. There was about 25 tons of hay in the 
barn, belonging to Milton Fox, which was totally destroyed. No in- 
surance. Loss about §1,000. The fire is supposed to be the work of 
an incendiary. 

March 28, 1S65, 11.30 P. M . — Fire was discovered in a barn belonging 
to Alanson Crane, situated on School, near Liberty street. The barn 
was totally destroyed, together with two tons of hay. A lot of old 
machinery and two old carriages were saved in a damaged condition. 
The barn and contents were insured for §S50 in the Lowell Mutual 
Office. Loss about §400. The fire is supposed to be the work of an 
incendiary. 
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RULES AND REGULATIONS. 


Article 1. The Fire Department shall consist of a Chief Engineer, 
six Assistant Engineers, one from each ward when the efficiency of the 
Department can be as well maintained, and such number of Hand and 
Steam Fire Engine, Hook and Ladder, Hose and Hydrant Companies, as 
the Mayor and Aldermen may determine. 

Art. 2. The Chief Engineer, Assistant Engineers, and all other mem- 
bers of the Fire Department shall be appointed annually, by the Mayor 
and Aldermen in the month of April, for the term of one year from the 
first day of May next ensuing, or until others are chosen in their places. 
Vacancies may be filled at any time. 

Art. o. There shall be paid to the Chief Engineer, Assistant Engi- 
neers and to all other members of the Fire Department, such compensa- 
tion for services as Firemen as the City Council may from time to time 
determine. 


SECT 10 X SECOND. 

BOARD OF ENGINEERS. 

Article 1 . The Engineers, before the first day of May, shall meet 
and organize themselves into a Board of Engineers, of whom the Chief 
shall be Chairman. They shall at the same time choose one of their num- 
ber as Clerk : also determine the rank of each Assistant Engineer. 

Art. 2. They shall hold such meetings as may be necessary for the 
prompt transaction of all business that may come before them, and make 
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sucli rules and orders for their government as a Board of Engineers, also 
for the government of the. Department, as they may think proper, subject 
to the approval of the Mayor and Aldermen. 

Art. 3. The Chief Engineer shall have the sole command at fires, 
over the other Engineers, and members of the Fire Department, and all 
other persons who may be present at fires, and shall direet all proper 
measures for the extinguishment of fires, protection of property, preserva- 
tion of order and the observance of the laws, ordinances and regulations 
respecting the Eire Department. Provided , that when the fire shall be in 
any of the mill yards of any incorporated manufacturing company, the 
Agent or Superintendent of such company shall, if he choose so to do, ex- 
ercise all the power of the Chief Engineer. 

Art. 4. It shall be the duty of the Engineers, whenever a fire shall 
break out in the eity, to repair immediately to the place of sueh fire, 
wearing a suitable badge, and to take proper measures that the several 
engines and other apparatus be arranged and duly worked for the speedy 
and effectual extinguishment of the fire. It shall also be their duty to 
cause order to be preserved in going to, working at, or returning from 
fires, and at all other times when companies attached to the Department 
are on duty. 

Art. o. "Whenever the engines, or other fire apparatus used by the 
Fire Department require alterations, additions or repairs, the Chief En- 
gineer, under the direction of the Committee on- the Fire Department* 
shall cause the same to be made. 

Art. 6. It shall be the duty of the Chief Engineer to visit all the Com- 
panies belonging to the Fire Department at the regular monthly meetings, 
for the purpose of ascertaining the condition of the apparatus, and for 
furnishing all necessary supplies. Also, to furnish the several Companies 
with blank forms for application for membership and for discharge, and 
to ascertain the number and standing of its members. 

Art. 7. It shall be the duty of the Chief Engineer to receive and 
transmit to the Board of Aldermen, through the Committee on the Fire 
Department, all returns of officers, members, and fire apparatus made by 
the respective Companies, and all other communications relating to the 
affairs of the Fire Department, to keep fair and exact rolls of the respec- 
tive Companies, specifying the time of admission and discharge, and tin* 
age of each member. He shall annually, in the month of March, report 
upon the condition of the engine houses, engines, fire apparatus, and oth- 
er property under his charge ; the number of fires during the year* and 
causes thereof as near as ean be ascertained, with such other information 
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or suggestion as may in liis opinion be of general use ; the same, or such 
part thereof, to be published as the City Council may direct. He shall 
also examine all bills and accounts against the Fire Department, and cer- 
tify, in writing to the correctness of each item thereof before presenting 
the same for approval ; he shall also, semi-annually, in the months of 
May and November, make up the pay-rolls for the respective Companies. 

Art. 8. In the absence of the Chief Engineer, the next Assistant En- 
gineer in rank shall have the same powers and perform the same duties 
that belong to the Chief Engineer. 

Art. 9. The Mayor and Aldermen may remove from office the Chief 
Engineer, any of the Assistant Engineers, or any other member of the 
Department, at ally time*. 


SECTION THIRD. 

DUTIES OF FIRE COMPANIES. 

Article. 1. Eaeh Company, having been duly appointed as members 
of the Fire Department, shall organize annually, before the first day of 
May, by the choiee of a Foreman, Assistant Foreman, and Clerk, to be 
approved by the Board of Engineers, and they shall hold their offiees one 
year, unless sooner removed by the Mayor and Aldermen. The Chief En- 
gineer or some one of his Assistants shall preside at the meetings of said 
organization. 

Art. 2. It shall be the duty of the Foreman of each of the Companies 
of the Fire Department respectively, to see that the engines and other ap* 
paratus, together with the buildings entrusted to his eare, are kept clean, 
and in order for immediate use ; to preserve order and discipline at all 
times, and to require and enforce a striet compliance with the rules, regu- 
lations and orders of the Board of Engineers. 

Art. 3. It shall be the duty of the Foreman to keep* or cause to be 
kept by the Clerks of the respective Companies, ail exact roll, specifying 
the time of admission and discharge of eaeh member thereof. All appli- 
t cations for membership, and all applications for discharge, shall be made in 
writing, at a regular monthly or special meeting, to be approved by the 
Foreman, and submitted forthwith to the Chief Engineer and by him 
to the Standing Committee on the Fire Department on the part of the 
Board of Aldermen, previous to bcitig presented to the Mayor and Al- 
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dermen for appointment or discharge. If any Company shall neglect 
or refuse to fill vacancies in their several Companies, it shall he the duty 
of the Chief Engineer to report the facts to the Standing Committee on 
the Eire Department on the part of the Board of Aldermen, and recom- 
mend suitable persons for appointment to fill said vacancies. No per- 
son shall receive compensation as a member of the Fire Department 
until lie has been duly appointed by the Mayor and Aldermen. All ap- 
pointments or discharges shall date from the first or fifteenth of each 
month. 

Art. 4. It shall be the duty of the Engine, Hose, Hook and Ladder, 
and other Companies, to keep the several engines and other apparatus 
committed to their charge, in good and effective order, and on return of 
said engines and apparatus from a fire, to wash, clean, and put the same 
in thorough order and condition for use. 

o 

Art. 5. As a general rule, it is recommended not to open the doors or 
windows of a building in which a fire may be, until a supply of water is 
obtained, and then carefully to abstain from injuring goods or furniture 
by its injudicious application. 

Art. 6 . The first engines on arriving at a fire arc to be drawn to the 
nearest supply of water, their suction hose lowered, and their leading 
hose extended. The Engineers will then exert themselves to place the 
other engines present so as to receive their water, and pass it towards the 
fire. But should the first engine be able to reach the fire with their hose, 
and no other engine be ready to receive their water, they will play upon 
the fire until one arrives, or until otherwise ordered. Mater is not to be 
led past any engine stationed to receive and play out, unless by special 
order. Each Company shall carry not less than three hundred feet of 
leading hose, and in forming a line shall extend two hundred feet, unless 
otherwise ordered by an Engineer. 

Art. 7. No Company belonging to the Eire Department is to leave 
the City with their apparatus, without special permission of the Mayor 
and Aldermen, except to play at a fire, and then they shall first obtain 
the permission of the Chief Engineer, or, in his absence, from the next in 
rank. 

Art. 8. No Engine or other apparatus belonging to the City shall be 
taken from the house where it is usually kept, for the purpose of making 9 
additions or alterations, without special permission of the Chief Engineer ; 
nor shall any article be obtained for the engines or apparatus in their 
houses, or any alterations or additions made thereto, without such permis- 
sion of the Chief, under the authority aiid sanction of the Joint Standing 
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Committee of the Fire Department. Provided, that in ease any engine or 
other apparatus, being so damaged that immediate repairs arc necessary, 
and immediate information cannot readily be given to the Chief Engineer, 
it may be given to any Assistant Engineer, who will report to the Chief 
Engineer as soon as may be convenient. And all bills of work done, of 
any kind, are to be presented for approbation immediately after the work 
is completed and delivered. 

Art. 9. The Hose and Hook and Ladder Companies, on an alarm of 
fire, arc to proceed with their respective apparatus to or near the place 
where the fire may be, and the commanding officer will report their arrival 
to the Engineer. 

Art. 10. Badges arc to be worn at all fires, and such degree of order, 
silence and decorum will be preserved in going to, working at, and return- 
ing from a fire, as the nature of the business will permit ; and all mem- 
bers of the department during a fire, except those otherwise engaged on 
special duty, will remain at or near the apparatus to which they are at- 
tached. 

Art. 11. No Company attached to the Eire Department is to leave a 
fire, or take the apparatus of which they have charge therefrom, without 
permission from the Engineer. In the absence of dll the Engineers, orders 
shall proceed from their respective Eoremen. 

Art. 12. All drills and exercise of the engine and other apparatus, 
are to be conducted with the utmost order, and without noise and confu- 
sion, the officers in charge being particularly careful not to allow racing 
through the streets, and to avoid everything that can prove uncomfortable 
or annoying to their fellow-citizens. And it is expected that the officers 
of the Engine and other Companies will use their utmost exertions at any 
fire, in suppressing tumult and unnecessary noise ; and in case of any 
member refusing to do his duty, becoming intoxicated, or endeavoring to 
create disturbance, they shall immediately report him to the Chief Engineer 
who shall present him to the Mayor and Aldermen for discharge. 

Art. 13. If, in consequence of the multiplicity of hydrants in our 
streets, and the improved means of throwing water by force pumps, an 
Engineer should deem it expedient to take the leading hose of any Engine 
Company to use on a hydrant, the Company are to remain with their en- 
gine until otherwise ordered. The Hoscmen attached to said engine will 

take charge of their hose. 

* 

Art. 14. Whenever an order is given to any Company working in 
line to cease working, their brakes shall be immediately stopped, which 
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shall be a signal to the engine supplying them to cease likewise, and so on 
to the draughting engine or hydrant ; and, if the position of any Company 
shall be such that the engine into which they discharge their water can- 
not be seen, it shall be the duty of one of the Hosemen having charge of 
their hose to repair immediately to his own engine w r ith the order. In re- 
suming operations, the same signal shall be observed, working at a slow 
stroke until the whole line is again in operation. 

Art. 15. No person shall be appointed a member of the Eire Depart- 
ment who docs not sustain a good moral character, and who is under 
twenty years of age. 

Art. 16. The members of the several Eire Companies are strictly for- 
bidden to assemble at any building occupied by the Eire Department on 
the Sabbath day, without permission from the Chief Engineer ; except in 
case of an alarm, of fire. 


SECTION EOUETH. 

STEAM EIRE ENGINES. 

Article 1. Every Steam Eire Engine shall have an Engineer, Assist- 
ant Engineer, Eircman, Steward and Driver. The Chief Engineer shall 
present to the Standing Committee on the Eire Department on the part 
of the Board of Aldermen, the names of suitable persons to be presen- 
ted to the Mayor and Aldcrm.cn for appointment to the above offices. 

Art. 2. The Engineer shall have the sole care of the Engine. He 
shall sec that it is at all times in good repair, and suitable for immediate 
use. He shall receive no extra compensation for any ordinary repairs made 
upon the same. If at any time he shall need assistance in making repairs, 
the Chief Engineer shall furnish the same, if in his judgment it is neces- 
sary. 

Art, o. The Assistant Engineer and Fireman shall, under the direc- 
tion of the Engineer, assist in working the Engine ; in the absence of the 
Engineer, his Assistant shall perform all the duties of Engineer. 

Art. 4. The Steward shall be under the immediate direction of the 
Foreman and shall perform all duties that may be required of him on 
the engine and in the house, including cleaning the hose and such other 
duties as arc required of Stewards of Hand Engines and Hose Companies, 
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excepting that when cleaning the engine he shall be under the direction 
of the Engineer. 

Art. 5. The Engineer shall not leave the eity without obtaining per- 
mission from the Chief Engineer, or in his absence the next in rank. 


SECTION FIFTH. 

GENERAL REGULATION. 

Article 1 . No supplies shall be furnished by the City to any Com- 
pany, nor to any officer thereof, except upon the written order of the Chief 
Engineer.
